Central American Mission Celebrates Anniversary 


The Sixty-ninth banquet of the Central American Mission was held at 
the Church of the Open Door in Los Angeles in November. A large number of 
pastors, missionaries and lay people gathered to commemorate the founding by 
Dr. Scofield. Some of the missionaries who attended have been serving the Lord 
on their fields for over fifty years. 


Dr. Montano was invited as a special guest and delivered a short message. 
Members of the Central American Mission Board from Dallas, Texas were 
present and enlightened the listeners as to the means and methods of 
evangelism used by the Mission. 
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I. CONTRAST to eternity, time is the most 
elusive element in nature.

Life Is Brief 


Time derives its value from its brevity. Man’s 
time on earth is of short duration: “Man that is 
born of a woman is of few days, and full of 
trouble. He cometh forth like a flower, and is cut 
down: he fleeth also as a shadow, and continueth 
not.” (Job 14:1, 2) Job cautions further: “.. . no 
man is sure of life... They are exalted for a little 
while, but are gone and brought low; they are 
taken out of the way as all other, and cut off as 
the tops of the ears of corn.” (Job 24:22, 24) 

Thomas Edison said that if he were a school 
teacher he would require the pupils to study the 
industrious life of bees and ants, with the observa- 
tion that “soon they would learn to make good use 
of their time.” He reminded us that time is the 
“cheapest thing that exists in the world and the 
only thing we cannot buy.” 

And long ago the Apostle Paul wisely exhorted 
us to “redeem the time.” (Eph. 5:16) 


Life Is Swift 


Another aspect of time is its rapidity. So it 
is with life. Job describes life as man’s limited 
time on this earth: “My days are swifter than a 
weaver’s shuttle.” And again, “Now my days are 
swifter than a post: they flee away...” (Job 7:6; 
9:25) 

Life derives its value from its short duration; 
it passes more swiftly than a shadow. As Job de- 
scribes it, ‘“‘We are but of yesterday, and know 
nothing because our days upon earth are a shad- 
ow.” (Job 8:9) 

The Apostle Peter expressed his realization of 
the brevity of his life in his Second Epistle (1:14) : 
“Knowing that shortly I must put off this my 
tabernacle.” 


Life Is Irretrievable 


Our time on this earth is brief, swift and, 
saddest of all, irrecoverable. The wise man of the 
Book of Proverbs reasons: “Boast not thyself of 
tomorrow; for thou knowest not what a day may 
bring forth.”

Meditations for the New Year 


No wonder men of the world have long cried 
out against such uncertainty. 

Disraeli expressed his feelings about life: 
“Youth is a mistake, the virile age a dissolution, 
and old age is a 'arientation.” 

Nearing the end of life, Voltaire is found 
pleading: “I would give you half of my possessions 
if you would give me six months of time,” and his 
physician is forced to reply: “I cannot even assure 
you of one minute of time.” 

Thomas Hobbes, the friend of Galileo, lament- 
ed: “I say once more that if I had all the world at 
my disposal I would give it to live just one day.” 


Life Is Changeable 


The declarations of early writers, philoso- 
phers, poets, and scientists all tell us that life is 
uncertain, that it is the most changeable commod- 
ity in existence. 

So man’s nature is changeable. Men change 
their loyalties easily, serving under one banner 
today and yielding their allegiance to another to- 
morrow, whenever new convenience and oppor- 
tunity knock at their door. Men have found that 
life changes even in its values. When man forgets 
why God has placed him here, time and life become 
the cheapest of commodities. 

In working on his masterpiece The Last Sup- 
per Leonardo da Vinci completed the interpretation 
of all the characters but two—the faces of Jesus 
and Judas. He was eager to have the most perfect 
models pose for these two. One day he heard a 
most beautiful voice, singing in the cathedral. He 
entered and found within a fine looking young 
man, of noble features and bearing, a most perfect 
specimen of manhood. He believed no more suitable 
model for the face of Jesus could be found. 

For years the face of Judas remained un- 
finished as the artist searched for one who bore 
upon his mien the marks of sin and degradation. 
Finally, one night, in the part of town where vice 
abounded and where dissolute men assembled, the 
master discovered a man whose face was so repul- 
sive he knew at last he had found his Judas. After 
he had spent some time in painting this man’s 
face to represent the traitor, and he was bidding 
his model good-by, the man said to him, “You and 
I know each other.” As da Vinci paused in bewil- 
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derment he continued, “Several years ago you 
brought me here to this same room, where you 
painted the face of Jesus, using me as your model. 
Now I have been used to portray Judas.” 

Sin, vice, and stains of this world had changed 
this man and brought him to this low estate. 


Who Changes Not? 


The New Year is an expression of the change 
of time. In this new year will come changing cus- 
toms, changing modes, changing leaders; but our 
hearts are anxious to rest in something, to repose 
confidence in someone who changes not. 

As we analyze our times, with their variable 
conditions, systems and personalities, we can find 
only One who is “the same yesterday, and today, 
and forever,” and that One is Jesus Christ, the 
Son of the Living God. We rest in Him, the most 
perfect expression of our souls’ longing. 


Always the Same in Power 


Two thousand years after His death we hear 
Him speaking: “All power is given unto me.” 
“Without me ye can do nothing.” 

Only Christ has power to change the vilest 
condition of any human being into the supremely 
elevated state of moral, spiritual and even physical 
perfection—power to make men “more than con- 
querors.” (Romans 8:37) 

He assures us: “Be of good cheer; I have over- 
come the world.” (John 16:33) 


The Same in Companionship 


In deserts or on hilltops, in the busy populated 
streets or lonely cloisters, in prison or palace, in 
hunger or in abundance, He is with His own, to 
whom He extends the promise: “Lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the world.’”’ What 
sweet companionship that understands our faults, 
our weaknesses and our miseries! 

In our tribulations we can turn to Him to re- 
ceive the tender touch of His hands. There is no 
loneliness when He is Saviour, Lord and Master. 


The Same in Our Necessities 


The Apostle indicated very eloquently: “My 
God shall supply all your need according to his 
riches in glory by Christ Jesus.” (Phil. 4:19) 

He who is. the possessor of all gold and silver, 
and the cattle upon a thousand hills, He who has 
riches untold pointed us to the lilies of the field 
and said: “Consider .. . how they grow; they toil 
not, neither do they spin: and yet I say unto you, 
That even Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. Wherefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to day is, and to morrow 
is cast into the oven, shall he not much more clothe 
you, O ye of little faith?” (Matt. 6:28-30) 

The problem of material things and Christian 
faith arises only when man forgets God’s logical 
order. Before we can become the recipients of God’s 
blessings we must follow the arrangement formu- 
lated by Him: “Therefore take no thought, saying, 
What shall we eat? or, What shall we drink? or, 
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Wherewithal shall we be clothed? . . . But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; 
and all these things shall be added unto you.” 
(Matt. 6 :31-33) 

Man, however, prefers to change God’s order, 
seeking first the addition of all things for himself; 
and the result of altering God’s plan is frenzy, 
dissolution and, ultimately, suffering and sorrow. 


The Same in Sympathy 


“For we have not an high priest which cannot 
be touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but 
was in all points tempted like as we are.” (Heb. 
4:15) 

Our changeless Christ knows our trials and 
turmoils. “Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows ... But he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for our iniqui- 
ties; the chastisement of our peace was upon him; 
and with his stripes we are healed.” (Isa. 53:4, 5) 

Therefore He is fully able to manifest His 
sympathy for His own, regardless of the extent of 
our tribulations. What a wonderful experience we 
have when we lay our needs before Him. After un- 
burdening our hearts before Him we have peace, 
joy and the assurance of an overcoming Power 
within us. 


The Same in Forgiveness 


God expresses His infinite compassion toward 
the sinner when He forgives, as Christ taught us 
to do, seventy times seven. Christ cried out upon 
the cross, for men to hear through all the years, 
“Father, forgive them; for they know not what 
they do.” We have His promise, “And him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise cast out.” (John 
6:37) 

The power of His forgiveness is such that “As 
far as the east is from the west, so far hath he 
removed our transgressions from us.” He has 
promised, “I will forgive their iniquity, and I will 
remember their sin no more.” (Jer. 31:34) 

“He will turn again, he will have compassion 
upon us; he will subdue our iniquities; and thou 
wilt cast all their sins into the depths of the sea.” 
(Micah 7:19) 


The Same in Love 


Though we may turn our backs on Him, God’s 
love continues to follow us. Though we may rebel 
against His precepts and trample under foot His 
commandments, His love changes not. Man cannot 
live without God. 

The effect of His love upon our lives depends 
upon our attitude toward Him. The same sun that 
dries and hardens mud and clay melts the ice.

bus RECENT CALL of the Pope of Rome, 
inviting all Christendom to unite as “sheep under 
one shepherd,” has not been enthusiastically re- 
ceived by true and loyal Protestants. 

For the benefit of any of our readers who may 
be tempted to view Rome’s ecumenical invitation 
with optimism we wish to call attention to two 
subjects for thoughtful consideration: 

First, the position in which Protestants will 
find themselves if they accept Rome’s invitation 
to the Pope’s Council. 

Second, the true feelings of the Rome Church 
toward Protestants, by their own recent admis- 
sions, voiced in neighboring countries through the 
media of newspapers and radio. 

The sons of the Reformation know only too 
well what would happen to their heritage and to 
Christianity in general if they were to fall into 
this papal trap. It is no secret that the main ob- 
jective of the Ecumenical Council is to unite as 
much of Christendom as possible in complete sub- 
ordination to the infallibility of the Roman Pontiff, 
and to ensure their acceptance of Rome’s unscrip- 
tural dogmas, principles and practices, once re- 
pudiated by the Reformers as antagonistic and 
inimical to all Protestant beliefs. 

Protestantism in general has already respond- 
ed negatively, or at least cautiously. But there are 
a few, either unaware of the implications of any 
union with the Roman Catholic Church or forget- 
ful of their Protestant birthright, who appear 
willing to be led blindfolded down a path that ends 
in the loss of everything the Reformation achieved. 
Surprisingly, some of those who are eager for this 
alliance belong to the very body which traces its 
origin to Martin Luther’s valiant fight against the 
errors of the Roman Church. 


Astonishing Trend 


The following letter, recently received from 
a Lutheran minister, eloquently expresses our own 
feelings of astonishment at the trend some Prot- 
estant bodies are taking: 

“TI feel constrained to write you tonight and 
call your attention to what is happening within 
our Lutheran circles with amazing speed. It ap- 
pears that the ‘greatest’ in office among us are 
leading the people back to the Middle Ages and 
pagan worship. This makes the Christian people 
sick at heart. What can we do as children of God? 

“Here is today’s news from the Fargo Forum: 

“Efforts to bring Protestants and Roman 
Catholics together in search for Christian fellow- 
ship and understanding of each other were lauded 
at the annual Reformation Rally services at the 
Concordia Fieldhouse Sunday night (October 25, 
1959). 


“ “Dr. George F. Hall, Lutheran campus pastor 
at the University of Minnesota, called the Refor- 
mation of the 1600’s a “tragic necessity.” Speaking 
of the ecumenical council proposed by Pope John 
XXIII, Dr. Hall said the hope was that the fellow- 
ship desired and needed may come from a meeting 
of this kind. 

“ “Dr. Hall, author of a book You Asked About 
Luther, traced the history of the Reformation dur- 
ing the dispute between Martin Luther and the 
Catholic church. He noted that the doctrinal dif- 
ferences were not discussed thoroughly and the 
two views were not brought out sufficiently to 
produce understanding. Stating that Protestant 
churches in the western world are gradually losing 
their identity, Dr. Hall foresaw a unity in the 
future when existing impediments are removed. 
The Biblical command “to have fellowship one with 
another” characterizes the present age, he said. 

‘Welcoming mutual] studies of each faith to 
advance toward this fellowship, Dr. Hall said a 
barrier to understanding was erected when the 
differences between Luther and the Catholic 
church on issues of reform were never resolved 
through lack of communication. He emphasized the 
doctrines which he said must be maintained in any 
attempt at reunification, including the preaching 
of the Gospels, justification by faith, priesthood of 
all men and Christian liberty. He pointed to Luther 
as a “man of sorrow” who wished for reunification. 

“<“The rally was sponsored by the National 
Lutheran Council Ministerium of Fargo-Moorhead.’ 

“Dr. Montafio, what do you suggest that Lu- 
therans shall do who know better? Shall we con- 
tinue in support of the tragic trend in apostasy, 
or shall we come out from among them and be 
separate? Can we in good faith support the WCC 
and the Lutheran hike back to the Roman fold?” 

The Roman Catholic Register of November 8, 
1959, felt this eager desire for “togetherness” on 
the part of historic Protestants to be an attitude 
sufficiently significant for front page publication: 

“The distinguished professor of ecclesiology 
and an authority on the Protestant unity move- 
ment [Father Gustave Weigel, S. J.] took part in 
a Lutheran sponsored meeting, called the First 
Annual Ecumenical Institute of Toledo. The four- 
hour session was attended by 130 clergymen of the 
area, including 35 Catholic priests.” 

The above type of ecumenicity might be called 
the ‘‘Protestant domestic variety.” 


Closed Cast, Prepared Script 


Let us take a look at the “foreign type.” Rome 
has announced that non-Catholics will receive no 
direct invitations to the Ecumenical Council called 
by the Pope. The reason given by Vatican Secre- 
tary of State Cardinal Tardini for placing non- 
Catholics in such a position at the Council is “to 
obviate ‘an unwelcome form of insistence.’ ” Prot- 
estants are informed they will be accepted at the

Council only in an “observer role,” a role more 
than difficult to perform, in view of the announce- 
ments that the official language of the council will 
be Latin, ’above all because it is the language of 
the Church,” and that “the use of earphones and 
translators is not being considered.” 


Even Rome’s bishops have their roles express- 
ly established for them, i.e., “to govern the Church 
together and subordinate to the Pontiff.” As far as 
the Roman Catholic laymen are concerned, the part 
they are to play has been clearly outlined well in 
advance: “Laymen will not have a direct part in 
the council.” 


Absolutely “Arrogant and Intolerable" 


The unannounced purpose of the Vatican 
Council has been characterized by Vincent P. Mc- 
Corry, 8. J., in an article in America, National 
Catholic Weekly Review: 

“What is more (and here, of course, is the 
rub) men of every sort and condition, of every 
nation and race and color, must ultimately allow 
that the divine authority of Christ the King is 
literally to be found, living and real and compel- 
ling, here on this earth, in the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

“It is sad that this reasonable and religious 
statement, fully accepted by Western men for fif- 
teen hundred years, must sound so arrogant to the 
world in which we live. Truth is an absolute, and 
the absolute must always seem arrogant and in- 
tolerable to all who like things to be cozily relative. 

“Will the day ever dawn when all the families 
of nations will actually place themselves under 
Christ’s most gentle rule as it lives on in the Cath- 
olic Church?” [Italics theirs] 

It is essential to understand that the only 
union the Roman Church will recognize is that 
which unites all under the banner of the Pope. This 
is the reason a similar invitation for unity coming 
from Protestant bodies was immediately and un- 
equivocally rejected by Roman Catholicism: 

“Chicago, July 8, 1954—It has again been 
emphasized that if the professing Protestant 
church wants unity it will not be attained by woo- 
ing Romanists to themselves. Rome is adamant in 
insisting that Protestants must return to the 
‘mother church.’ Roman Catholics in the archdio- 
cese of Chicago, in a pastoral letter from Samuel 
Cardinal Stritch, have been forbidden to take part 
in meetings or assemblies by ‘men outside the 
church’ who seek to establish Christian unity. 

“*The Catholic church does not take part in 
these organizations or in their assemblies or con- 
ferences,’ said the cardinal, who is archbishop of 
Chicago. There are some 1,800,000 Roman Catho- 
lics in the Chicago archdiocese, one of the world’s 
largest. 

“The archbishop of Chicago asserted there 
that the Catholic Church does not participate in 
assemblies of other churches because it is ‘the one 
and only church of Christ.’” (Western Voice, July 
14, 1954) 
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How Rome Esteems Protestantism 


We invite promoters of union with Roman 
Catholicism to read the following excerpts show- 
ing the condemnation of Protestantism by the Ro- 
man Church. 


On the front page of the Spanish paper El 
Heraldo, June 9, 1959, published in Leon, Gto, 
Mexico, under the large headline “Fight Against 
Protestantism and Communism,” we read: 

“Cardinal Jose Garibi Rivera indicated that 
the Mexican Catholics have the sacred obligation 
to fight with all their might, to counteract with all 
their might the Protestant and Communist action. 
‘The most serious problem with which the Catholic 
Church is confronted is the intense work that 
Protestantism is developing, having in its favor 
many material media to make campaign of propa- 
ganda and the intense fight of Communism to 
propagate these ideas.’ ” 

“The Cardinal emphasized that Catholics of 
Mexico ‘must work to counteract these campaigns, 
always remaining obedient to the Holy Church, 
and with the confidence that gives us all the super- 
natural media, especially the great devotion of 
Mexico to the most Holy Virgin.’ ” 


If this does not suffice to clarify the opinion 
the Church of Rome holds regarding Protestants, 
let us refer our readers to a radio message broad- 
cast September 15 and 16, 1959, on The Catholic 
Voice program by Luis Enrique Benoit, a Roman 
Catholic priest of Cali, Colombia. Priest Benoit’s 
remarks, which were also printed in the Cali news- 
paper Realtor on September 18, were directed to 
the members of the Protestant Evangelical Con- 
gress convening at that time in Cali. 

“The Protestant Congress which is held in 
Cali is made up of the domestic type of people of 
the lowest ignorance. These are Protestants who 
side by side with Communism are trying to gain 
us for themselves. We are no longer Catholics, no 
longer democratic people, because Protestantism 
and Communism have gained us for themselves. 
We are already dominated. Poor Colombia, poor 
Cali, poor government. Colombia has been invaded 
by two foreign powers that have made us lose our 
nationality and our Catholic faith, Communism and 
Protestantism. We must remember that Protes- 
tantism is the corrupter and fomenter of the vilest 
immorality, as it disintegrates the Christian 
homes, foments divorce, etc.” 

Here we see hatred being engendered in the 
minds of Roman Catholic people by making Com- 
munism and Protestantism synonymous evils. 

The Roman Catholic Church today makes 
overtures of friendliness (however cool) on one 
hand while on the other it denounces Protes- 
tantism, resorting to unmistakable words of vilifi- 
cation. 

How can, in view of such animosity, success- 
ful union between the Roman Catholic Church and 
Protestants be achieved? Caveat emptor!

Dedicated to Destruction

“It is up to my followers to decide whether or not we shall tolerate the 
building of a Protestant chapel in La Plata!" exclaimed the defiant 
Colombian priest in a rabble-rousing sermon. 


—_ SINCE the glorious 
light of the gospel came to La 
Plata, Colombia, religious perse- 
cution has been the lot of con- 
verts to Evangelical Christianity. 
La Historia del Cristianismo en 
Colombia, pages 198-201, gives a 
typical illustration of the kind of 
persecution these brave converts 
have endured. 

The most recent attack of Ro- 
man Catholics against Evangeli- 
cal Christians in La Plata oc- 
curred on September 3, 1959. It 
was caused by the construction of 
an Evangelical chapel in the city 
which the local Roman Catholic 
priest and his followers declared 
they would not permit or, if con- 
structed, would totally destroy. 

In spite of constant persecu- 
tion, the number of Evangelical 
Christians in La Plata had in- 
creased to such an extent that the 
construction of a chapel in which 
to worship the Lord and study 
the gospel had become impera- 
tive. Persecution and hardship 
had only served to strengthen 
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their faith and their loyalty to 
the Lord. 

However, in order to forestall 
eventual difficulties with the local 
priest and his followers, it was 
deemed prudent to secure official 
permission from the state and 
national governments _ before 
starting with the building proj- 
ect. An application for a building 
permit was therefore made by the 
C.M.A. missionary in March 1959. 
After he had made numerous vis- 
its to the Government office in 
Neiva, the secretary of the gov- 
ernment of the State of Huila on 
May 20, 1959, directed the mayor 
of La Plata to permit construc- 
tion of the chapel and protect the 
Evangelicals in their interests. A 
telegram was likewise sent on 
June 13 by the general lawyer of 
the Ministry of Justice, and an- 
other one, dated June 23, from 
the Ministry of Government in 
Bogota to the Personero of La 
Plata, and to the governor of 
Huila, in Neiva. 

Assured by the friendly atti- 


tude of the national and state 
governments, the Evangelicals 
started constructing a chapel and 
a pastor’s residence iast July. 
They had successfully completed 
all foundation work when, on 
August 4, the Personero of La 
Plata suddenly issued a written 
order to the contractor to suspend 
all further work. 

The reason for this injunction 
Was an apparent discrepancy in 
the telegram from the Ministry 
of Government, dated June 23, to 
the Personero of La Plata. Upon 
checking with the Ministry of 
Government in Bogota, it was dis- 
covered that a word and the punc- 
tuation of the message had been 
changed, either by the telegraph 
clerk or by the Personero himself, 
making it appear that the minis- 
try was demanding a further 
authorization before permitting 
the construction of the chapel. 
However, the original telegram 
had clearly stated that construc- 
tion was approved and_ that 
churches could be erected without 
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requiring an official government 
permit. 

In compliance with this order, 
the Evangelicals in early August 
suspended all construction work, 
although building material valued 
in the amount of thousands of 
pesos, such as bricks, sand, grav- 
el, and so on, remained piled up 
on the church lot. Meanwhile the 
priest and his followers left noth- 
ing undone to stir up trouble 
against the Evangelicals which 
finally led to an open attack on 
September 3, 1959. 

Just prior to this incident, on 
Sunday, August 30, the priest 
read a pastoral letter from the 
Roman Catholic bishop of Gar- 
zon exhorting the faithful to ob- 
struct the further progress of 
Protestantism in that area. The 
priest supported his bishop’s or- 
ders by strong words of his own: 
“It is up to my followers to decide 
whether or not we shall tolerate 
the building of a Protestant chap- 
el in La Plata.” 


Ominous Threats 


One result of this provoking 
speech became evident that same 
afternoon when, during Evangeli- 
cal services conducted in the home 
of Manuel Nuiiez, one of the most 
influential men in town, Antonio 
Palla Cantillo, stopped in front 
of the house to say angrily: 

“There are these scamps! What 
an opportunity to shoot them 
down! Very soon we shall set fire 
to this street.” 

Sad to say, this man happens 
to be the superintendent of the 
local public hospital where, it is 
reported, he does not permit 
Evangelical patients to be at- 
tended to. 

On the following day, Antonio 
Palla Cantillo called a meeting in 
his home to make plans for stop- 
ping the Evangelical advance in 
the area. Both the Personero and 
the local priest were present at 
the meeting. The next day, Tues- 
day, loudspeakers announced all 
over town that a procession was 
to take place the following Sun- 
day after mass. 

Immediately ominous threats 
against the Evangelicals were 
heard in many places. Alarmed 
by the threatening situation, the 
Evangelicals requested protection 
from the mayor, who, by a tele- 
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gram dated September 2, warned 
the governer of the impending 
danger. When missionary Smith 
was notified of what was tran- 
spiring in La Plata, he at once 
canceled plans for an Indian con- 
vention to hurry to the threatened 
area, where he arrived on Sep- 
tember 4. 

On Thursday evening, Septem- 
ber 3, the priest again read the 
bishop’s pastoral letter at a 
church service. He then asked his 
faithful what they were going to 
do about the spread of Protes- 
tantism in the city and whether 
they were going to tolerate the 
construction of a Protestant chap- 
el in their midst. 

Adan Nijfiez, a young man who 
had recently completed his mili- 
tary service, heard the words of 
the priest as he inveighed against 
the Evangelicals, accusing them 
of having deceived “many with 
their eyes closed” and asking his 
congregation, ‘How are you faith- 
ful going to permit such a thing?” 
Again and again the priest re- 
sorted to similar invectives dur- 
ing the service. 


Bent on Destruction 


Immediately that evening after 
the service, crowds began to form 
in procession. Several school 
teachers participated, followed by 
their students. While they were 
on their way to the assembly 
place of the Evangelicals, many 
others joined their ranks in this 
public demonstration against 
Protestants. 


Adan hastened to the home of 

his two brothers to warn them 
and then rushed to the police sta- 
tion to report the approaching 
danger. He was told by the guard 
that there were no policemen on 
duty and that he did not know 
where they could be located. The 
mayor, too, could not be found 
anywhere in town. Significantly, 
an hour or so after the furious 
attack both the police corporal 
and the mayor put in their ap- 
pearance pretending to have been 
totally ignorant of what was go- 
ing on. 
‘ As the procession passed the 
clothing store of the Evangelicals, 
the cry went up: “Down with the 
Protestants! We do not want 
Protestants to come to La Plata 
and corrupt us,” followed by the 
song, “No queremos Protestan- 
tes.” 

At the mission lot, where con- 
struction of the chapel had been 
discontinued, the father of the 
Personero and another man in- 
cited the mob to destroy every- 
thing within sight. It was easy, 
of course, to tear down the bam- 
boo and wire fence and demolish 
the brick and cement walls. The 
infuriated mob then went to work 
on a pile of twenty thousand 
bricks, and succeeded in smashing 
to pieces about five thousand. Pro- 
ceeding to a large tomato field 
owned by Evangelicals, they then 
ripped through the field, tearing 
up plants and stamping them 
down until about seven thousand

IN CONGRESS?

Dies THERE ANY Protestants 
in Congress? 

This question appears ridicu- 
lous for several obvious reasons. 
In the first place, America is both 
nominally and numerically a 
Protestant country. Secondly, a 
statistical survey reveals. that 
412 of the 534 congressmen de- 
clare themselves as Protestants. 
The remainder are: Catholics 
103, Jews 13, Undeclared 5, Hin- 
du 1. 

However, we can better get to 
the root of this question by defin- 
ing the word “Protestant.” Web- 
ster’s Collegiate Dictionary gives 
three definitions, the third one of 
which is, “Any Christian not of 
the Roman Catholic Church or 
the Eastern Church.” In line with 
this broad definition, all Chris- 
tians who do not register with 
the above-mentioned _ religious 
bodies are Protestants. 

But let us look at the first 
meaning of the word, for it 
strikes closer to the heart of the 
matter. Here it is: “Originally, 
one of those German princes who 
submitted to the Diet of Spires 
(1529) a protest against an edict 
intended to crush the reform 
movement and calling upon the 
emperor to summon a general 
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council.” This puts the beginning 
of Protestantism within the 
realm of the religio-political field. 
Here were men who, at the risk 
of their political power and popu- 
larity, dared to protest the bigo- 
try and tyranny of the Roman 
Church. 

Our lead question now takes on 
a new shade of meaning. It might 
well read, “Are there Christians 
in Congress who have the courage 
to protest openly against the in- 
roads of alien religious and po- 
litical forces?” Strangely enough, 
the answer is an_ unequivocal 
“Yes” in the field of politics, but 
it remains a big question in the 
realm of religion. 

For example, our congressmen 
are ready at a moment’s notice 
to take their stand on the floor 
of the House or Senate against 
Hitlerism, Fascism, Nasserism, 
or Communism. But where are 
those who have the fortitude to 
make a public statement against 
a religious body which refuses to 
salute the American flag, or to 
take the oath of allegiance, or to 
acknowledge the supremacy of 
the Constitution? 


Pertinent Questions 


Here are a few questions, the 


answers to which would be very 
enlightening: 

1. How many Protestant con- 
gressmen have protested against 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy’s 
persistent attempt to place an 
American envoy in the Vatican? 

2. How many Protestant sena- 
tors or representatives have 
dared to declare themselves on 
the issue of the Vatican’s status 
as a State? 

3. How many Protestant poli- 
ticians protested against the 
huge financial reparations which 
Uncle Sam poured into the coffers 
of the Roman Church in the 
Philippines? 

4. What Christian lawmaker 
has ever raised his voice against 
the Roman Catholic garbed nuns 
and priests in our public schools? 

These are only a few of dozens 
of questions which could be 
asked our Protestant congress- 
men. Frankly, they should be 
asked—asked by millions of peo- 
ple who cherish the liberties 
which Protestantism earned and 
which our Constitution guaran- 
tees. 


Failure of the Church 


In many cases the root of this 
failure on the part of our con- 
gressmen does not lie within their 
own hearts. The real problem 
lies within the church. It is an 
evident fact that almost every 
Protestant denomination today 
has taken for granted the great 
victories of the Reformation. All 
efforts to obtain or maintain re- 
ligious liberty seem now to be a 
thing of the past. 

The church’s total silence on 
so-called ‘‘negative” issues has 
left an indelible impact on the 
lives of her laymen. Her exclu- 
sively “positive thinking” and 
“positive preaching” theory has 
robbed her and her people of the 
desire and ability to oppose or to 
protest the expansion of the po- 
litical, moral and religious cancers 
that are gnawing at the vitals of 
our country. 

The mighty revivals and great 
deliverances that took place dur- 
ing the time of Israel’s judges 
and kings were the result of 
courageous action on the part of 
dedicated men who protested by 
word and deed against the pres-

A WELL-KNOWN Christian 
magazine published a most timely 
and important article on “Win- 
ning Roman Catholics to Christ.” 
The author pointed out our duty 
to the 430 millions of Roman 
Catholics in the world, of whom 
some 36 millions are in the 
United States of America. It 
would seem that some further 
practical suggestions are in order 
as to how to witness to these 
people who present such a chal- 
lenge to us. Many of the methods 
that may be suitable for non- 
Catholics are not successful with 
Roman Catholics, as this writer 
learned to his sorrow. 

Let it be said at the outset that 
this writer makes no claims that 
his suggestions are infallible, or 
even that they should be adopted 
blindly or always used. These 
suggestions are merely the fruit 
of more than twenty years of mis- 
sionary experience in Catholic 
countries (Belgium and Ecua- 
dor) and of a rather thorough 
study of Catholic doctrine in 
their own publications. 

It is evident that no one method 
will always work, and that the 
individual soul-winner must al- 
ways depend on the guidance and 
the power of the Holy Spirit in 
his own life, and upon the con- 
viction that the same Spirit of 
God will work in the heart of the 
unsaved person. Nevertheless, it 
is hoped that the following sug- 
gestions will prove helpful. Let 
us begin with some of the pitfalls 
to avoid. 


Catholics Not Enemies 


First of all, we must not con- 
sider the Catholics as our ene- 
mies. It is true that we cannot 
forget the infamous massacre of 
St. Bartholomew’s Day in 1572, 
nor the many bloody persecutions 
of Protestants before and since 
then, and even down to the pres- 
ent day in certain countries. But 
the Catholic we are seeking to 
win to Christ is not responsible 
for such atrocities, and quite 
probably does not even know of 
them. We must ask God to cause 
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us to love the person we are seek- 
ing to win. May it be true of us 
that “the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us.” 
(Rom. 5:5) 

Secondly, let us seek to avoid 
arguments. It is of no use to dis- 
cuss the question whether Mary 
had any other children after the 
birth of Jesus Christ. No one’s 
salvation depends on his belief 
about this matter. The same can 
be said about the supposed appa- 
ritions of Mary at Fatima, 
Lourdes, and the dozens of other 
places where it is said that she 


olic, are practically synonymous 
in his thinking. In fact, he may 
well doubt whether you are a 
Christian, and consider you a 
mere heretic. 

Do not ask him, “Do you be- 
lieve in Christ?’ Of course he 
thinks he does. He means that he 
believes what he has been told 
about Christ, but that is intellec- 
tual assent, and not saving faith. 
But that is very likely the only 
kind of faith that your Catholic 
friends knows about, and true 
saving faith which is trust in, 
and dependence upon, Christ 
alone, must be explained to him. 


How to Lead Roman 
Catholies to Christ 


Many of the methods for winning souls to Christ are not 


successful with Roman Catholics. In this article, the author 


makes some excellent suggestions based on personal experi- 


ence, and points out pitfalls to be avoided. 


has been seen (usually by chil- 
dren). It is better not to discuss 
the question of the supposed real 
presence of Christ in the Com- 
munion, or the doctrine of tran- 
substantiation. Make every effort 
to limit the conversation to mat- 
ters that directly concern our 
salvation. 

Thirdly, it is useful to ask your 
Catholic friend a question in or- 
der to try to discover where his 
difficulty lies and what is his true 
spiritual condition. There are 
certain questions that may work 
perfectly well with non-Catholics 
but which should not be ad- 
dressed to Catholics, for the rea- 
sons that follow: 

Do not, for example, ask a 
Catholic “Are you a Christian?” 
Of course he thinks he is a Chris- 
tian because he is a Catholic. The 
two words, Christian and Cath- 


Concept of Salvation Different 


It is not useful to ask a Cath- 
olic, “Are you saved?” It is very 
unlikely that he knows anything 
about salvation as you under- 
stand it. His conception of salva- 
tion is called “sanctifying grace” 
and is supposedly _ received 
through baptism, usually in in- 
fancy. It is a variable quantity 
which can be decreased through 
venial sin, lost through mortal 
sin, regained through confession 
to a priest who then gives abso- 
lution and prescribes a certain 
number of prayers as “penance.” 

This “sanctifying grace” can 
supposedly be increased through 
the sacraments and through good 
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works, also through the “sacra- 
mentals,” which include making 
the sign of the cross, making pil- 
grimages, nine-day prayers called 
‘“‘novenas,” and so on. 

The more of the “sanctifying 
grace” one has at death, the less 
time he will have to spend in 
purgatory, and vice versa. Notice 
that it is not called “justifying 
grace,” because the Roman 
Church denies the imputation of 
the righteousness of God to the 
believer (but see Gen. 15:6 and 
Rom. 4, the whole chapter), and 
says we are not justified by faith 
alone (see Rom. 5.1), but that 
our works must be added. 

Not only so, but the Roman 
Church also states that it is im- 
possible for anyone to be sure 
that he is in a “state of grace,” 
that is, that he possesses at the 
moment any of this sanctifying 
grace. Consequently it is quite 
useless to ask a Catholic, “Are 
you saved?” 

A fourth question that means 
something else to the Catholic 
than to the Protestant is this: 
“Have you received Christ?” If 
you ask your Catholic friend 
that, he may answer “yes.” But 
if you ask him when and how, he 
may reply that he received Christ 
when he last took Communion. 

The Catholic teaching is that 
the whole Christ is received in 
the Communion wafer—body and 
blood, soul and divinity. That is 
the consequence of the doctrine 
of transubstantiation, and of the 
so-called real presence of Christ 
in the Eucharist. The Catholic is 
not taught that he must receive 
Christ spiritually by an act of 
faith, according to John 1:12 
and Revelation 3:20. This must 
be explained to him from Scrip- 
ture. 


The New Birth and Baptism 
A fifth question that may lead 
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to confusion is this: “Have you 
been born again?” The Catholic 
has been taught that the new 
birth is one of the results of bap- 
tism, and therefore he may well 
reply “yes” in all sincerity, even 
though he has never been born 
again in the Biblical meaning of 
the phrase, according to John 
3:3-8. In fact, if your Catholic 
friend is well instructed in his 
religion he might even quote 
John 3:5 as proof that baptism 
produces the new birth. 

This text is also quoted by the 
Protestant groups who believe in 
baptismal regeneration. We might 
as well admit that, if we had no 
other scriptures to explain it, we 
also might think that John 3:5 
teaches the new birth through 
baptism. But what do these words 
of Christ really mean: “Except 
a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God”? Let us 
compare scripture with scripture. 

In Ephesians 5:25, 26, we 
read: “Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; 
that he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of 
water by the word.” Here we see 
that the Word of God is symbol- 
ized by water. The same is true 
in Isaiah 55:10, 11. When we 
further examine James 1:18 and 
I Peter 1:23, we discover that 
we are born again by the Word 
of God. 

In the light of these four pas- 
sages, the words of Christ in 
John 3:5 become perfectly clear. 
The Holy Spirit is the agent in 
our salvation and new birth, 
while the Word of God, sym- 
bolized by water, is the instru- 
ment the Spirit uses. The part 
played by the Word of God in 
saving a lost soul is further em- 
phasized in such passages as 
Romans 1:16; 10:17; II Timothy 
3:15. 


Other passages that seem, on 
the surface, to teach that baptism 
saves us, such as Mark 18:16, 
Galatians 3:27, I Peter 3:21, and 
others, undoubtedly really refer 
to the baptism of (or in) the 
Holy Spirit (I Cor. 12:13), and 
not to water baptism. 


What Questions 
Should Be Asked? 


Having considered five ques- 
tions which it is unwise to ask a 
Roman Catholic, let us now con- 
sider the positive side of the sub- 
ject—what questions should one 
ask a Catholic in order to find 
out his true spiritual condition, 
with a view to helping him re- 
ceive salvation in Christ? It 
seems to this writer that the 
most useful question, not only for 
Catholics, but also for Protes- 
tants and others, is this: “What 
are you counting on to get you 
into Heaven?” 

We may assume that the Cath- 
olic (or other person) to whom 
you are speaking hopes to get to 
Heaven. As mentioned above, the 
Catholic dare not be sure he is 
going to Heaven, because the 
Council of Trent said he cannot 
be sure. He probably does not 
know the statement of I John 
5:13, “These things have I writ- 
ten unto you that believe in the 
name of the Son of God; that ye 
may know that ye have eternal 
life.” 

If he does know of this won- 
derful Biblical statement of the 
possibility of the assurance of 
salvation, then he must “inter- 
pret” it in the light of the sup- 
posedly infallible pronouncement 
of the Council of Trent. For 
while the Catholic has the right 
to read the Bible (in a Catholic 
version), he does not have the 
right to interpret it. 


An Unapproved Promise 


Some Catholics base their hope 
of Heaven on the so-called twelfth 
great promise of the “Sacred 
Heart of Jesus.” This promise 
declares that if one takes Com- 
munion (Catholic, of course) on 
the first Friday of each month of 
nine successive months, he is sure 
of a “happy death,” 7.e., of dying 
in a “state of grace,’”’ which will 
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take him to purgatory. 

The duration of his stay in 
purgatory is determined by the 
amount of “sanctifying grace” 
the individual has at the moment 
of his death, and also by the 
number of masses that are said 
for his soul after death. Unfor- 
tunately, no masses are said with- 
out money, so that the very poor 
people are left to burn in purga- 
tory longer, while the rich who 
can have large numbers of 
masses said for their souls es- 
cape from purgatory more quick- 
ly. This belief probably helps to 
account for the fact that in 
France, where most people are 
very poor, one quarter of the 
electorate votes Communist. In 
Italy, the proportion of Commu- 
nists is one-third. 

However, the Roman Catholic 
Church has never officially ap- 
proved the teaching of the 
“Sacred Heart of Jesus,” and in 
particular, the twelve “‘promises”’ 
of the said “Sacred Heart.” So 
if your friend tells you he is 
counting on this twelfth promise 
to get him to Heaven, you can 
reply that this promise is not 
officially recognized by his own 
church, and is in fact contradict- 
ed by the supposedly infallible 
Council of Trent (1545-1563). 

Your Catholic friend may tell 
you, on the other hand, that he is 
counting on his religion to get 
him into Heaven, or on his 
church, or on the Virgin Mary, 
or on his good works, his bap- 
tism, etc. In each case, it will be 
up to you to point him to the 
Scriptures, using verses appro- 
priate to his case. 

Of course, your main purpose 
should be to point your Catholic 
friend to Christ as the only Sa- 
viour, the only Mediator between 
God and man, to Him who gave 
Himself a ransom for all (1 Tim. 
2:5, 6). 

It is very significant, in view 
of the current Catholic teaching 
that Mary is the “Mediatrix of 
all Graces” and that one should 
“go to Christ through Mary,” 
that the Holy Spirit emphasizes 
in I Timothy 2:5, 6 that the only 
Mediator is the Man, Christ Jesus 
(and not the woman, Mary). It 
is further added that He gave 
Himself a ransom for all, and 
not that she gave herself. How 
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important this is, in view of the 
Catholic doctrine that Mary is 
the “‘co-redemptrix.” 

These two new teachings, that 
Mary is mediatrix and _ co- 
redemptrix, are not yet dogmas, 
and hence the Catholic is not yet 
required, on pain of mortal sin, 
to believe them. However, im- 
portant Catholic authorities are 
already announcing that these 
will be the next dogmas to be 
officially pronounced by the Ro- 
man Church (presumably by the 
Pope, since he was proclaimed 
infallikle in 1870, and hence a 
dogma no longer needs the au- 
thority of an “infallible” ecu- 
menical council). 


Ingrained but Mistaken Notion 


Other Bible texts that you will 
want to show your Catholic 
friend, and have him read for 
himself, are John 14:6, Acts 4: 
12, I Peter 2:24, which passages 
clearly indicate that Christ is the 
only and sufficient Saviour. Your 
Catholic friend’s mind will doubt- 
less be clouded by the ingrained 
notion that he must somehow 
contribute to his salvation by his 
own good works. If he knows a 
little Scripture, whichis not of- 
ten the case, he may quote for 
you James 2:14-26 as a proof for 
his belief. 

The answer to this is, of course, 
that James is emphasizing “‘justi- 
fication” before men who cannot 
see our faith, as God can. Men 
must see our good works as evi- 
dence of the reality of our faith. 
The key words are “seest thou” 
and “ye see then” (vv. 22, 24). 
The great fact that Abraham was 
justified before God because of 
his faith is repeated in verse 23. 
That fact of our justification be- 
fore God is what Paul is empha- 
sizing in his epistles, and it will 
be well to have your Catholic 
friend read such passages as 
Ephesians 2:8, 9 and Titus 3:5. 

The Catholic usually has the 
idea that it was the physical 
sufferings of Christ which save 
us. It is therefore helpful to em- 
phasize that we are not saved by 
what men did to Christ, but by 
what God did, as Isaiah 53:6 
points out: “. . . the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us 
all.” (See also v. 10.) 

In fact, no better chapter than 


Isaiah 53 could be found by which 
to lead a soul to Christ. Have 
your friend make the chapter 
personal by putting his own 
name, or just “me” in place of 
“us” in every verse. For ex- 
ample, verse 5, “He was wounded 
for my transgressions, he was 
bruised for my iniquities,” and 
so on. 


Get Him to Read the Bible 


This writer has met many ex- 
Catholics, and in almost every 
case their testimony was that 
they were saved and delivered 
from the errors of Rome through 
reading the Bible. Your chief 
aim should be, therefore, in addi- 
tion to underscoring some key 
passages, such as those sug- 
gested above, to get your Catholic 
friend to read the Word of God 
for himself. If he does not own 
a copy, you can make an impor- 
tant contribution toward his sal- 
vation by making him a gift of a 
New Testament, in a Catholic 
edition. 

If your friend is a very devout 
and strict Catholic, he knows 
that he is not permitted to read 
a Protestant Bible, and will not 
wish to disobey the authorities 
of his church. However, there is 
an additional advantage in giv- 
ing him a Catholic version of the 
Scriptures. Such a version con- 
tains in the preface an encour- 
agement from one of the popes, 
urging every good Catholic to 
read the New Testament every 
day. While the word of the pope 
may have no value or interest 
for us, it certainly does for your 
Catholic friend, and it may help 
to get him started on the road to 
reading the Word of God, and 
hence to his ultimate salvation. 

It is preferable to give your 
friend a New Testament rather 
than a whole Bible, for two rea- 
sons: If you give him a Catholic 
Bible, he will find the seven apoc- 
ryphal books in the Old Testa- 
ment, and some passages in these 
(such as I Maccabees 12) may 
confirm him in some of his Cath- 
olic ideas, such as prayers for 
the dead. 

Of course these apocryphal 
books are not inspired of God as 
are the sixty-six books we find in 
our Bibles. The Jews never rec-

Discovering the Good Book 


I took the Protestant Bible in 
order to destroy it. But after I 
had torn out the first pages I 
changed my mind, thinking that 
since I needed to preach against 
the Protestants and did not know 
their errors, I could read the 
book to find out their main 
heresies. 

I read some portions of the 
Gospel of John and compared the 
text with my Roman Catholic 
Bible. I discovered that both 
Bibles were almost the same. I 
became very much_ confused, 
wondering how in the world the 
Protestants could be so bad when 
they apparently had a good book. 
My conclusion was that Protes- 
tants probably did not read their 
Bible, or if they did, surely they 
did not attempt to practice its 
teachings. 

I decided that the best way to 
know Protestants was to observe 
their lives and customs. I found 
out where a Protestant family 
lived and went to visit them. I 
told them that I was a teacher 
and would like to know some of 
their doctrines in order to teach 
my pupils better what Protes- 
tantism was.

He invited me to meet with 
him every week to study the 
New Testament, discussing in a 
friendly way our different points 
of view. We did so. 


Disturbing Thoughts 


The pastor answered all my 
questions with texts from the 
New Testament. My arguments 
were always the sayings of the 
popes and the definitions of the 
councils. Although I did not admit 
the validity of his arguments, in 
my own mind I realized that the 
words of the gospel had more 
value than the decisions of the 
councils and that what Peter and 
Paul said was of greater author- 
ity than the doctrine of the later 
popes. 

As a result of these conversa- 
tions I started reading the New 
Testament more assiduously in 
order to find some arguments 
against the Protestant doctrine. 
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¢ Bible!” 


I felt that the pastor was very 
simple and I wanted not only to 
show that he was mistaken, but 
even to win him for the Catholic 
Church. 

Many times I knelt in my room 
asking God for guidance and wis- 
dom to convince him. But after 
each one of our interviews I came 
back to my school feeling that he 
had defeated me in argument. 

For a long time I was greatly 
concerned, reading the New Tes- 
tament and praying to the Lord 
that He might increase my faith 
and dispel my doubts, so that I 
should not make a mistake. But 
the more I read and prayed the 
more confused I became. I heard 
that other priests had turned 
Protestant by reading the Bible. 
But I could not imagine myself 
doing this. Be a Protestant! Be a 
heretic! Be an apostate from my 
faith! Never! 

What would my parents, my 
pupils and my friends say? What 
would I do for a living? All my 
studies would be declared invalid. 

These thoughts disturbed me 
greatly. I was determined not to 
change my faith. I wished I had 
never spoken with that pastor. I 
tried to convince myself that he 
was mistaken. 

Meanwhile, I read the New 
Testament more and more, seek- 
ing for an answer to confirm my 
position as a Roman Catholic. 
But the more I read, the more 
clearly I saw that I was mis- 
taken. However, I was so afraid 
of leaving the Roman Catholic 
Church that I decided to continue 
as a priest even though I could 
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no longer believe in Catholic doc- 
trine. 


Serious Question 


One day Sister Dolores said to 
me: 

“Father, you promised me to 
preach against the Protestants, 
but you have not done so. They 
continue growing in number and 
influence every day and have 
even come to this area and are 
winning some people for their 
church.” 

“Sister,” I said to her, “I have 
been studying the Protestant doc- 
trine during all this time, but I 
find that they are not as bad as 
we think. I have discovered that 
they base their doctrine on the 
Bible, and we cannot preach 
against the Word of God.” 

“Oh no, Father, you do not 
know them well,” answered the 
nun. “They are bad, very bad. 
They try to undermine our faith 
in the Virgin. They are enemies 
of our country. They are wolves 
in sheeps’ clothing. We must or- 
ganize a campaign against them.” 

I told her how some priests 
that wanted to preach against 
the Protestants had been convert- 
ed and became Protestants when 
they studied their doctrine with- 
out prejudice and in the light of 
the Scriptures. 

She interrupted me. “Don’t 
tell me this, Father. They were 
not converted. They were per- 
verted. They went over to Protes- 
tantism either because they were 
demented or because they wanted 
to get married.” 

“Do you think that these were 


the only reasons for their 
change?” I asked her. 
“T am quite sure,” she an- 


swered. “You can study this doc- 
trine without fear and you will 
never go to Protestantism, be- 
cause you are not demented, 
neither would you sell Christ for 
a woman.” 

“T think you are right, Sister,” 
I replied. “I promise you that I 
shall study this question serious- 
ly. If I come to the conviction 
that the Protestants are wrong 
I will start a fight against them. 
If I discover that they are right, 
I shall join them.” 

“Do not worry, Father,” re- 
plied the nun, quite satisfied with 
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my resolution. “You will never 
be a Protestant.” 


The Only Answer 


I read my New Testament 
again and again, and I prayed to 
the Lord with all my heart that 
I might arrive at a clear and 
right decision. I knew I never 
would be happy otherwise. I also 
asked my confessor and spiritual 
director for an answer to my 
difficulties and doubts. Their re- 
ply was always the same: 

“You must not think about 
these matters. The Pope and Tra- 
dition teach us what we must 
believe. We must accept it with- 
out asking why.” 

I was not satisfied with these 
explanations, and three months 
later I felt compelled to leave the 
Roman Catholic Church because 
I could not go on doing and pre- 
tending to believe what deep in 
my heart I knew to be wrong. I 
thought through all the difficul- 
ties; then I decided to follow 
Christ. 

Now I am finishing my studies 
in the Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary in Switzerland in order to 
serve the Lord as a Baptist pas- 
tor. 

“Ask, and it shall be given 
you; seek, and ye shall find;

HIDDEN FORCES 


BEHIND MODERN JAPAN 


Ox May 2, 1859, the first 
Protestant missionary came to 
Japan. The year 1959 marked ac- 
cordingly the 100th anniversary 
of Protestant Christian missions 
in Japan. The past century has 
witnessed the remarkable trans- 
formation of Japan from a back- 
ward and inaccessible feudal na- 
tion to a great democratic power 
with communications to all parts 
of the world. 

Newsweek calls Japan “The 
dynamo of Asia.” During this 
period, Western culture has been 
assimilated into the life of the 
nation and has had a vitalizing 
effect upon its ancient institu- 
tions. As the liberal leaders of 
the Meiji Era recognized, West- 
ern cultural progress had its ori- 
gin in bourgeois society which, 
in its turn, arose from the Prot- 
estant spiritual heritage. 


Pioneer Protestant Missionary 


Guido F. Verbeck (1830-1898) 
was born and reared in Holland 
where he was educated for the 
profession of civil and mechani- 
cal engineering. He early ac- 
quired an adequate knowledge of 
English, French and German, in 
addition to a thorough grounding 
in the classics and Hebrew. 

He was greatly stirred by an 
address of the famous missionary 


to Southeast Asia, Dr. Kar] Gutz- 
laff, and while serving as an en- 
gineer in America, heard the call 
to foreign mission service. 

After three years of theologi- 
cal training, he and his wife ac- 
cepted an assignment in Japan, 
under the Foreign Mission Board 
of the Reformed (Dutch) Church, 
and arrived at Nagasaki in 1859. 

It was soon recognized that 
Verbeck was a man of culture 
and integrity who was skilled as 
a teacher of the languages, arts 
and sciences of the most enlight- 
ened Western nations. While he 
at no time kept his purpose to 
proclaim the Gospel of Christ 
hidden, he was sought out by an 
increasing number of young sam- 
urai who desired to acquire the 
new learning. 

In time he was made the head 
of Western languages and sci- 
ence at Nagasaki, operated under 
the auspices of the Daimyo of 
Hizen and the Governor of the 
new imperial city. Among his 
students were a number of young 
men who later served in the Res- 
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toration government as heads of 
departments, cabinet ministers, 
diplomats, and even as premiers. 

With the restoration of the 
Emperor and the removal of the 
capital to Tokyo, the more liberal 
government leaders were deter- 
mined to make “education the 
basis of all progress.” In their 
desperate need for wise counsel 
it was natural for them to turn 
to their teacher and friend, Ver- 
beck, and thus after ten years’ 
residence in Nagasaki, he was 
invited to the new capital. Here 
he was to organize a complex of 
schools into what was destined 
to become the Imperial Univer- 
sity. 

Later he also had a part in the 
reorganization of the Peers 
School and the establishment of 
the Peeresses School. A part of 
his responsibility was to recruit 
suitable teachers from abroad for 
these and other institutions, and 
also to find experts in the various 
fields of knowledge as required 
by the government. 


Political, Cultural Influence 


While much of Verbeck’s serv- 
ice as counselor to high officials 
was on a confidential basis, he 
was later attached to the Dai Jo 
Kan and the Genro-in in an offi- 
cial capacity. Very early in his 
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Protestant missionaries have made a major contribution to Japanese 
culture. They brought about the cessation of the persecution policy 
against Roman Catholics in 1871 and the final lifting of the ban on 
Christianity in 1872. By assimilating Western culture into the life of 


the Japanese people, they were instrumental in turning Japan into 
“the dynamo of Asia." 


career he was asked to advise 
concerning such momentous ques- 
tions as constitution reform, re- 
vision of foreign treaties, and 
sending special embassies abroad. 
Thus he immediately set about 
the translation of the most im- 
portant legal codes, including an 
introduction to the law and con- 
stitutions of the more enlightened 
nations of the West. 

In 1869, he drew up a detailed 
plan for a great embassy of the 
highest imperial officials to visit 
the United States and Europe. 
This included the details of the 
organization, itinerary, person- 
nel, objects, and methods of in- 
vestigation. When the political 
situation had become sufficiently 
stabilized, this plan was followed 
by the so-called Iwakura Mission 
of 1871-1872, which included nine 
of Verbeck’s former students. 


Protests End Persecution 


The cessation of the persecu- 
tion policy against the Roman 
Catholics in 1871, and the final 
lifting of the ban on Christianity 
in 1872, upon advice from the 
Iwakura embassy, were both 
largely due to Verbeck’s protests 
to the highest authorities. 

Many of the more liberal pro- 
visions of the Imperial Constitu- 
tion of 1889 were doubtless a 
tribute to Verbeck’s painstaking 
efforts to commend to Japanese 
authorities the democratic prin- 
ciples of Western codes. Mori 
Akinora, Education Minister and 
father of the Japanese public 
school system who died as a mar- 
tyr of religious liberty on the day 
of the promulgation of the Con- 
stitution, owed much of his zeal 
and insight to Verbeck. 

About 1870 this versatile mis- 
sionary was called upon by the 
government to decide what lan- 
guage and system were to be 
Japan’s medium of medical cul- 
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ture. Verbeck recommended the 
German system and thus the 
Council State adopted the Ger- 
man science of medicine which 
has prevailed until today. One 
wonders whether he conferred 
with his friend and colleague, Dr. 
J. C. Hepburn, concerning this 
important decision. 


Missionary and Medical Apostle 


James Curtis Hepburn, M. D., 
(1815-1911) was an American of 
sturdy Scotch-Irish stock who re- 
ceived his education at Princeton 
and the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. Though a man of scientific 
bent and skilled as a physician 
and surgeon, with a great repu- 
tation as an oculist, he also was 
well prepared in Western classi- 
cal studies and the Chinese. The 
latter he acquired as a medical 
missionary to this people. 

Dr. Hepburn and his wife 
landed at Kanagawa in 1859, 
where they resided for three 
years before taking up perma- 
nent residence at Yokohama. At 
that time there were no public 
clinics, dispensaries or _ public 
health agencies in Jajan. Hep- 
burn observed that “every third 
person was pockmarked, and 
smallpox was always endemic 
and frequently epidemic 
Blindness was shockingly com- 
mon... sore heads were disgust- 
ingly frequent . . . while con- 
sumption made frightful rav- 
ages, as did venereal diseases.” 

The good doctor’s work was 
laid out for him and he immedi- 
ately secured the use of a Bud- 
dhist temple and opened a clinic 
and dispensary, which was imme- 
diately thronged with “six or 
eight score sufferers a day,’ who 
were “literally rotting away 
through neglect.” 

Hepburn’s services were gratis, 
and as such an altruistic spirit 
was practically unknown at the 


time, the government closed the 
clinic and set guards before it so 
that none could enter. 

After three years the Hep- 
burns moved to Yokohama where 
he was able to reopen his clinic 
and dispensary with an average 
of 6,000 to 10,000 patients a year. 
This became a demonstration 
center for methods of Western 
medical treatment and surgery, 
and young men came from all 
over Japan to attend the Hep- 
burn clinics and to assist him 
while they mastered the new 
medical techniques. Since he was 
an oculist, his eye clinics were 
especially valuable, and sight was 
restored to thousands of blind 
sufferers. 


Reform of Penal System 


One of Dr. Hepburn’s younger 
colleagues, Dr. J. C. Berry, or- 
ganized the first School for 
Nurses in Japan, and was also 
successful in securing the reform 
of the Japanese penal system, 
thereby providing more humane 
treatment and better health con- 
ditions for inmates of prisons. 

Dr. and Mrs. Hepburn were 
also active in making available 
the Western education which the 
young Japanese were seeking. 
Mrs. Hepburn began a school for 
girls which is said to have been 
the first of that type in Japan. 
This was the beginning of the 
Ferris Jogakuin of Yokohama. 

Dr. Hepburn was closely asso- 
ciated with Samuel Robbins 
Brown (1810-1880) in education- 
al work for boys which was the 
beginning of the Meiji Gakuin in 
Tokyo, of which Dr. Hepburn 
was the first president. Brown, 
who also arrived in 1859, had 
been one of the earliest Protes- 
tant educators in China and was 
also the founder of the first col- 
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W: ARE MORE APT to think 
of suffering in terms of mystery 
than in terms of ministry, choos- 
ing to emphasize our lack of 
knowledge rather than what God 
has been pleased to reveal. The 
philosophical approach may be 
interesting, but the _ practical 
method of seeking the light of 
God upon the subject is far more 
satisfying. 


Born unto Trouble 


Suffering touches the human 
family more deeply than anything 
except salvation. The ancient 
proverb has it: “Man is born 
unto trouble, as the sparks fly 
upward.” (Job 5:7) Life is ush- 
ered into the world only at the 
cost of pain, and all too often 
those pangs are succeeded by 


heart travai! when the life that is | 


so promising goes astray. 

Few, if any, escape trouble in 
some form. One knows the suffer- 
ing of invalidism, another of 
blighted hopes, a broken home or 
a disappointed life, another the 
severity of persecution for 
Christ’s sake. Some people seem 
never to be out from under the 
shadow of trial. As in the case 
of Job, one stroke follows an- 
other in rapid succession, until 
they are stripped of all the ap- 
parent joys of life. 

Our bearing under trial is de- 
termined largely by the attitude 
we take toward it. A common 
tendency is to wonder at the 
providence which befalls us. “‘Be- 
loved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to 
try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you.” (1 
Peter 4:12) 

Aside from other considera- 
tions, the mere fact that we are 
identified with Christ will bring 
us hatred and persecution (John 
15:18-21). This is a part of the 
cost of discipleship which one 
must count. For some, the trial 
is carried to the point of death, 
whereas others are spared, for 
reasons which lie in the wisdom 
of God. 
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Peter died his Lord’s death; 
John lingered on to an old age. 
In Hebrews 11 the fortunes of 
two classes of heroes are re- 
counted. Both are memorialized 
for their faith, but the record is 
strikingly different, for whereas 
one group’ turned’ opposing 
armies to flight, the other was 
forced into the dens and caves 
of the earth or made to feel the 
edge of the sword or even sawn 
asunder. Both groups were faith- 





in the life of a Christian for such 
feeling. ‘Whom the Lord loveth 
He chasteneth” (Heb. 12:6), not 
“whom the Lord hateth.” 

Has any of us suffered as 
Christ suffered? God put His Son 
to grief, but did not cease to cher- 
ish Him as His well-beloved Son 
in whom He was well pleased. 
Search as we will, we cannot find 
a trace of bitterness in the Son at 
what He was called upon to en- 
dure. Someone has used an apt

ful, both were precious in the 
Lord’s sight, both will reap their 
reward, but God was not pleased 
to give them the same earthly 
experience. So whatever comes 
as our lot, we are not to think it 
strange. 


Mark of Favor 


Again, some people are filled 
with resentment when they are 
obliged to suffer in a major 
capacity. Their reasoning seems 
to be that God has singled them 
out for a special visitation and 
that the severity of their trial 
can only be interpreted as a mark 
of His disfavor. There is no room 


(Romans 8:28) 


phrase to describe those sorrows 
which fail of their purpose be- 
cause they are not received in the 
right spirit. They are “lost sor- 
rows.” 


Gifts Graciously Given 


Quite a different reaction is 
sometimes found, namely self- 
pity. I have a friend who relates 
that when one of his faculties 
began to fail, friends wrote to 
say, “I know you will make the 
most of your affliction.” Their 
intentions were good, for they 
meant that he would rise above 
the affliction, but the words as 
they stand express a subtle dan- 
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ger to the child of God. Some of 
us relish the opportunity to make 
the most of our affliction, to mag- 
nify it, to coddle it, even to pa- 
rade it. 

In his second letter to the Cor- 
inthians, Paul writes about our 
light affliction, which is but for 
a moment, working for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory (II Cor. 4:17). 
Paul pronounces his own afflic- 
tion light. Yet he tells us else- 
where that for Christ he had 
suffered the loss of all things 
(Phil. 3:8), and on one occasion 
he consents to lift the veil and 
catalog some of his sufferings 
(II Cor. 11:23-28). Does not this 
recital of the marks of Jesus in 
his body make us ashamed that 
we ever complained? 

We shall have difficulty in ad- 
justing ourselves to visitations 
of trouble until we interpret 
them, not as chance occurrences 
which could just as well have 
come to someone else and ex- 
empted us, but as visitations 
apportioned to us from all eter- 
nity by the love and wisdom of 
our Heavenly Father. How did 
the Saviour look upon the awful 
suffering which He faced? “The 
cup which my Father hath given 
me, shall I not drink it?” (John 
18:11) It was a gift. 

So with Paul: “There was 
given to me a thorn in the flesh.” 
(I Cor. 12:7) And so with all of 
us: “For unto you it is given in 
the behalf of Christ, not only to 
believe in him, but also to suffer 
for his sake.” (Phil. 1:29) Here 
the word is really stronger than 
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given; it is graciously given. This 
is the supernatural way of look- 
ing at our troubles. And when we 
are willing to go along with God, 
accepting His gift in good spirit 
and looking to Him to make it a 
blessing, we find in the end that 
we should not have it otherwise, 
for we come to see that His way 
is always best. 


What Is the Good? 


Since God has declared that He 
is able to work all things together 
for good, and the “all things” of 
Romans 8 clearly have to do with 
suffering, as a glance at the con- 
text will show, it is a fair ques- 
tion to ask, ““‘What is the good?” 

In the first place, there is a 
good for those who suffer. Paul 
defines it in the 29th verse. It is 
nothing less than conformity to 
the image of God’s Son. Think of 
being made like Christ! That is 
what God is working toward. He 
has to shape us in the furnace 
of affliction. God, as Master- 
craftsman, is molding our lives 
to His will, and He needs the 
heat of affliction to accomplish 
His purpose. 

There is only one thing we can 
take with us into eternity, and 
that is the Christian character 
which God has forged during our 
earthly pilgrimage. The deepest 
and strongest elements of that 
character are developed only 
through suffering; the sweetness 
of humility, the steadiness of 
patient endurance, and the com- 
plete disavowal of human suf- 
ficiency in favor of absolute de- 
pendence upon God. We like 


strong, sound instruments for 
our use; God prefers broken 
things, that the excellence of the 
power may be seen to be of God 
and not of us. 


God’s More Excelient Way 

O that we had eyes to see and 
hearts to understand that God is 
working our troubles together for 
our good! How often we are in 
the position of Jacob, to whom 
his sons came with the tidings 
that Benjamin must go down into 
Egypt with them, and that Sim- 
eon had been left there as a 
hostage pending his appearance 
before the lord of the land. Jacob 
could not refrain from crying 
out, “Joseph is not, and Simeon 
is not, and ye will take Benjamin 
away: all these things are against 
me.” 

They were against him in ap- 
pearance only; in reality they 
were working together for him. 
Joseph, given up as dead, was 
actually prime minister of Egypt; 
Simeon was safe in his keeping; 
and Benjamin would soon feel 
the loving embrace of his long- 
absent brother. Jacob himself 
would live to see the issue of 
these events. In the darkest hour 
of his life, God was working 
behind the scenes to bring great 
things to pass. As Joseph summed 
it up later, “God meant it unto 
good.” 

Are we right, then, in being 
mournful and_ resentful when 
trouble comes our way? God 
would show unto us a more ex- 
cellent way. “It is good for me 
that I have been afflicted; that I 
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The Knights of Columbus in the past few years have spent hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars on clever advertising in the magazines 
and newspapers of the United States and Canada. Their favorite 
theme is that the Roman Church has been misrepresented, slandered, 
and falsely accused, and is the innocent victim of baseless rumor and 


evil-tongued gossip. 


These cleverly worded advertisements constitute a growing chal- 


lenge, since they are directed to Protestants in an attempt to picture 
the papal church as the sole and only true church of Christ on earth, 
outside of which there is no salvation. 


on ROMAN CHURCH has 
always shown an antipathy to 
democracy. A typical expression 
of its position is revealed by the 
British Roman Catholic histori- 
an, Christopher Dawson, now 
occupying the Chair of Roman 
Catholic Church History at Har- 
vard, who says: 

“Against the liberal doctrines 
of the divine right of majorities 
and the unrestricted freedom of 
opinion, the Roman _ Catholic 
Church has always maintained 
the principles of authority and 
hierarchy.” 

The Catholic Encyclopedia 
doesn’t even recognize the sub- 
ject of “Democracy” with a dis- 
cussion as does the Britannica or 
the Americana, for example. To 
the Roman Church democracy is 
a dirty word. 

The reason for these strict in- 
junctions against free inquiry 
and self-determination according 
to conscience is probably due to 
the fact that most of the popes 
along with the hierarchy, while 
secretly doubting the soundness 
of their vast and elaborate doc- 
trinal fabric, would brook no dis- 
cussion of it by priests and lay- 
men. They were intolerant of 
doubts and questions not because 
they were sure of their faith, but 
because they were not. The un- 
satisfied hunger of intelligent 
men for essential truth seemed 
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to promise nothing but perpetual 
divergence. 

Leo XIII in his Encyclical 
“Human Liberty” of June 20, 
1888, indicated with what reser- 
vations the Roman Church ac- 
quiesces in the freedoms which 
are the heritage of mankind 
under God: 

“Although in the extraordinary 
condition of these times the 
Church usually acquiesces in cer- 
tain modern liberties, not because 
she prefers them in themselves, 
but because she judges it expedi- 
ent to permit them, she would in 
happier times exercise her own 
liberty; and, by persuasion, ex- 
hortation, and entreaty, would 
endeavor, as she is bound, to 
fulfill the duty assigned to her by 
God of providing for the eternal 
salvation of mankind. One thing, 
however, remains always true— 
that the liberty which is claimed 
for all to do all things is not, as 
we have often said, of itself de- 
sirable, mainly as it is contrary 
to reason that error and truth 
should have equal rights.” 


America’s Compatible Climate 


Leo XIII in his Encyclical “Ca- 
tholicity in the United States” of 
January 6, 1895, acknowledged 
the compatible climate for the 
Roman Church in America in 
these words: 

“ . . thanks are due to the 
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equity of the laws which obtain 
in America and to the customs 
of the well-ordered Republic. For 
the Church amongst you, unop- 
posed by the Constitution and 
government of your nation, fet- 
tered by no hostile legislation, 
protected against violence by the 
common laws and the impartial- 
ity of the tribunals, is free to live 
and act without hindrance.” 

America’s best known Roman 
Catholic theologian, the Rev. 
Francis J. Connell, C.SS.R., 
S. T. D., in Freedom of Worship, 
the Catholic Position (Paulist 
Press, N. Y., 1944), issued under 
the Imprimatur of Cardinal 
Spellman, writes: 

“In a country like the U.S., 
where the religious affiliations of 
the citizens are so numerous and 
so diverse and where no single 
denomination is predominant, 
complete equality of all religions 
is undoubtedly the most com- 
mendable policy. But it must ever 
be remembered that a Catholic 
cannot advocate such a plan 
(complete religious toleration) 
on the basis that all religions 
have a genuine God-given right 
to exist. If the country is dis- 
tinctively Catholic, that is, if the 
population is almost entirely 
Catholic and the national life and 
institutions are permeated with 
the spirit of Catholicity—the 
civil rulers can consider them- 
selves justified in restricting or 
preventing denominational ac- 
tivities hostile to the Catholic 
religion. Catholic governments 
are justified in repressing writ- 
ten or spoken attacks on Catholi- 
cism, the use of the press or the 
mails to weaken the allegiance of 
Catholics towards their Church, 
and similar anti-Catholic efforts. 

‘“« . . Since Catholics constitute 
at least one sixth of the popula- 
tion of our country, and have 
contributed a considerably larger 
quota to the armed forces, their 
attitude toward religious free- 
dom should be taken into consid- 
eration in the postwar planning.” 
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““Grave Danger” of Freedom 


This is the sort of thing that 
happens in a “Catholic State” 
such as Spain. In a pastoral let- 
ter, read in all of the churches of 
his archdiocese in 1954, Pedro 
Cardinal Segura y Saenz pointed 
to what he called “the very 
alarming proportions” of current 
Protestant activities in Spain. 
He went on to say: 

“A kind of Protestant regional 
congress is being prepared with 
a view to sectarian propaganda. 
This is positively against the 
law. It should be forbidden and 
punished by our authorities, who 
should see in it a grave danger 
for the nation if this great evil 
is not dealt with radically.” 

The Syllabus of Pius IX pro- 
claimed that “the Church may 
avail itself of force, directly or 
indirectly, through the temporal 
power.” 

Again, the Rev. Francis J. 
Connell, who ‘is Dean of the 
School of Sacred Theology at the 
Catholic University of America, 
states: 

“The Roman Catholic Church 
is the true Church, the one to 
which all men are obliged to be- 
long. No one has a genuine right 
as far as God’s law is concerned 
to profess any religion except the 
Catholic religion.” 

In 1929 the late Monsignor 
Ronald A. Knox, an eminent 
British Roman Catholic spokes- 
man, emphasized in his book The 
Belief of Catholics that “. . . the 
Government of a Catholic State 
will not shrink even from repres- 
sive measures in order to per- 
petuate the secure domination of 
Catholic principles. .. .” 

In 1939, in a new edition of 
the same book, pages 241-242, 
the author writes: 
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“Given such circumstances, is 
it certain that the Catholic Gov- 
ernment of the nation would 
have no right to insist on the 
Catholic religion being taught in 
all schools open to the general 
public, and even to deport or im- 
prison those who unsettle the 
minds of its subjects with new 
doctrines? 

“It is certain that the Church 
would claim that right for the 
Catholic Government, even if 
consideration of prudence for- 
bade its exercise in fact.” 


Rome’s Double Standard 


Answering the criticism that 
Rome is inconsistent in demand- 
ing liberty for herself while deny- 
ing it to others, he blandly as- 
serts that: 

“When they (Protestants) are 
in the majority, we demand re- 
ligious liberty in the name of 
their principle of tolerance. We 
refuse it when we are in the 
majority (as in Spain) because 
of our principle.” 

This is simply a paraphrase of 
the words of the much quoted 
French Roman Catholic writer, 
the Rev. Louis Veuillot, who also 
upholds the intransigence of the 
Roman Church: 

“When I am the weaker, I 
claim freedom from you, since it 
is your principle; when I am the 
stronger, I refuse it to you, since 
that is my principle.” 

The official world organ of the 
Jesuits, Civilta Cattolica of 
Rome, published in April 1948 a 
striking statement by Rev. Ca- 
valli, S.J., concerning the phi- 
losophy of tolerance and freedom 
for non-Catholics: 

“The Roman Catholic Church 
convinced through its divine pre- 
rogatives of being the only true 
Church must demand the right 
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of freedom for herself alone be- 
cause such a right can only be 
possessed by truth, never by er- 
ror. As to other religions, the 
Church will require that by legiti- 
mate means they shall not be 
allowed to propagate false doc- 
trine . . . In some countries, 
Catholics will be obliged to ask 
full religious freedom for all, re- 
signed at being forced to cohabi- 
tate where they alone should 
rightfully be allowed to live. But 
in doing this, the Church does 
not renounce her thesis which 
remains the most imperative of 
her laws, but merely adapts her- 
self to de facto conditions, which 
must be taken into account in 
practical affairs .. . The Roman 
Catholic Church cannot blush for 
her own want of tolerance as she 
asserts it in principle and applies 
it in practice.” 

It is not surprising that a 
Church which denies the right of 
free inquiry and private judg- 
ment according to conscience to 
its followers goes on to suppress 
the liberty of its opponents. This 
follows as day follows night. 


Perpetual War Against Liberty 


Roman Catholicism holds to a 
principle. The principle is the 
denial of religious liberty. It af- 
firms a doctrine of expedience. 
The latter must be judged by the 
former. The doctrine of expedi- 
ency has no place in the realm of 
religious liberty. Either we be- 
lieve in religious liberty or we 
do not. If in principle the Roman 
Church does not believe in re- 
ligious liberty, it is of no signifi- 
cance to point out that it coop- 
erates to maintain religious liber- 
ty where it is too weak to do 
otherwise. The test lies in noting 
what is done in practice where 
the Roman Church is strong 
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enough to practice its principles, 
as in Spain, Portugal, and Co- 
lombia. 

Recent Roman Catholic utter- 
ances on religious liberty can be 
made concrete by the statements 
of Vatican publicists in the Os- 
servatore Romano. Several times 
they have declared that the dic- 
tatorship of Salazar in Portugal 
is the model state fulfilling all the 
requirements. One of the writers 
further expounded the advan- 
tages of an “authoritarian re- 
gime,” with Portugal as the pat- 
tern. “The reg'ime of authority,” 
euphemism for dictatorship, was 
declared best for creating “a 
civic conscience that opens and 
prepares the way for spreading 
and strengthening the moral con- 
science.” Finally, it was asserted 
in the recognized organ of the 
Vatican that “this is also the 
desire, aspiration, and program 
of the Church.” 

Guido de Ruggiero, in his arti- 
cle “Religious Freedom” in the 
Encyclopaedia of the Social Sci- 
ences, discusses Leo XIII’s En- 
cyclical “Human Liberty” of 
June 20, 1888, in these careful 
phrases: 

“A similar judgment must be 
based,” continues the Encyclical, 
“on what is called liberty of in- 
struction. Jesus said that only 
the truth makes us free; and 
since the Church is a depository 
of truth, that instruction alone 
is free which agrees with the pre- 
cepts of the Church; consequent- 
ly, every other form must be 
forbidden. 

“We need not pursue this sum- 
mary further in order to show 
that the freedom which the 
Church claims for itself is, from 
the individual’s point of view, 
sheer slavery; and that if the 
doctrine here expounded could 
be sanctioned by the State, which 
it would if the union or agree- 
ment between State and Church, 
demanded by the Encyclical, 
were effected, it would imply the 
most paralyzing oppression of 
human conscience.” 

Regarding the hostility of the 
Church of Rome towards civil 
and religious liberty and the dis- 
astrous effect of this hostility on 
the welfare of nations, the Right 
Honorable William E. Gladstone, 
former Prime Minister of Great 
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Britain and one of her greatest 
statesmen, said concerning the 
Papacy: 

“Its influence is adverse to 
freedom in the State, the family, 
and the individual. When weak, 
it is too often crafty; when 
strong, tyrannical. Romanism is 
in a perpetual war against the 
progress of the human mind. 
Spiritual and political freedom 
are impossible where the Roman 
Church holds sway.” 


Indoctrination of Children 


In the long run, the teaching 
of Roman Catholic theologians or 
even the Encyclicals of Popes 
may not count for so much as 
what is taught the children. 
About five million Roman Cath- 
olic children are now being 
trained at the elementary and 
high school levels in a carefully 
insulated denominational enclave. 
What is the hierarchy teaching 
these millions of future American 
citizens on the subject of reli- 
gious freedom? 

In a representative parochial 
school textbook, Christian Prin- 
ciples and National Problems, by 
Ostheimer and Delaney, pub- 
lished by W. H. Sadlier under 
the Imprimatur of Cardinal 
Spellman, on page 98 it is stated: 

“The doctrine of the Church 
...is that the State must profess 
and promote not any religion, but 
the one true form of worship 
founded by Christ and continu- 
ing today in the Catholic Church 
alone. Such a public profession 

. will of necessity bring the 
State into some relation with Ca- 
tholicism, the only complete ex- 
pression of God’s revealed truth. 
As an ideal, then, Church and 
State should be united in their 
efforts.” 

A similar point of view is ex- 
pressed in a textbook widely used 
in parochial schools, Living Our 
Faith, by Flynn, Loretto and Sim- 
eon, Book Three in the Roman 
Catholic High School Religion 
Series, published in 1946 by W. 
H. Sadlier under the Imprimatur 
of Cardinal Spellman: “Separa- 
tion of Church and State is at 
best a compromise and ... the 
lesser of two evils.” 

The Church would do better, 
the pupils are told, “if, in addi- 
tion to liberty, she enjoyed the 


favor of the laws and the patron- 
age of public authority.” (Page 
247) This obviously means es- 
tablishment. It further points out 
to the children the fact that “non- 
Catholic methods of worshipping 
God must be branded counter- 
feit” (page 112), and the plain 
inference is that the State should 
assist in the branding. 


Rome’s Mental Climate 


In question and answer form 
the Catechism entitled Manual of 
Christian Doctrine used in paro- 
chial schools in the U.S., which 
carries the Imprimatur of the 
late Cardinal Dougherty of Phil- 
adelphia, states the position of 
the Roman Church as follows: 


“Q. What more should the State 
do than respect the rights 
and liberties of the Church? 

A. The State should also aid, 
protect and defend the 
Church. 


Q. What then is the principal 
obligation of the heads of 
States? 

A. Their principal obligation 
is to practice the Catholic 
religion themselves, and, as 
they are in power, to pro- 
tect and defend it. 


Q. Has the State the right and 
the duty to proscribe schism 
or heresy? 

A. Yes, it has the right and 
the duty to do both for the 
good of the nation and for 
the faithful themselves; for 
religious unity is the prin- 
cipal foundation of social 
unity. 


When may the State tole- 
rate dissenting worships? 

A. When those worships have 
acquired a sort of legal 
existence, consecrated by 
time and accorded by trea- 
ties or covenants. 


May the State separate it- 
self from the Church? 

A. No, because it may not 
withdraw from the su- 
preme rule of Christ. 

Q. What name is given to the 
doctrine that the State has 
neither the right nor the 
duty to be united to the 
Church and to protect it? 

A. The doctrine is_ called 
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Liberalism. It is founded 
principally on the fact that 
modern society rests on 
liberty of conscience and 
of worship, on liberty of 
speech and of the press. 


Q. Why is Liberalism to be 
condemned ? 


A. 1. Because it denies all 
subordination of the 


State to the Church. 


2. Because it confounds 
liberty with right. 


Because it despises the 
social dominion of 
Christ and rejects the 
benefits derived there- 
from.” 


This is the kind of mental cli- 
mate in which millions of Roman 
Catholic children and young peo- 
ple are being reared. Is there any 
reason to doubt that what is 
taught the children of one gene- 
ration will be attempted by their 
leaders in the next, provided the 
opportunity presents itself?

lege for women in the United 
States. He was the founder of 
theological education in Japan 
and made a profound impression 
on such Japanese leaders as Uye- 
mura Masahisa, Ibuka Kajino- 
suke, and Okuno Masatsuna. 


Missionaries Translate Bible 

The primary aim which in- 
spired Verbeck, Hepburn, and 
Brown to master the Japanese 
language was the translation of 
the Bible into that vernacular. As 
far as is known, this was not at- 
tempted by the Roman Catholic 
missionaries during the Toku- 
gawa period. When the Protes- 
tant missionaries arrived, linguis- 
tic tools were scanty indeed and 
inter-language dictionaries were 
unavailable. 

Hepburn and Brown and their 
colleagues, both Japanese and 
foreign, were now ready to un- 
dertake the translation of the 
Bible from the original] languages 
into a literary form which im- 
mediately excited the wonder and 
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admiration of the Japanese peo- 
ple. The entire task required six- 
teen years, with Hepburn labor- 
ing throughout, Brown living 
long enough to see the completion 
of only the New Testament, and 
Verbeck working only on the Old 
Testament in the latter years. 
Associated with them were the 
Japanese scholars F. Matsuyama, 
Goro Takahashi, and Okuno Ma- 
satsuna, with the former mainly 
responsible for the uniform liter- 
ary excellence of the whole work. 

Missionaries, like Verbeck, did 
much to introduce and secure the 
translation of the best literature 
in all fields. Many of the text 
books, especially in the middle 
and high schools, were explicitly 
Christian. The liberal writers, 
realizing that Protestant Christi- 
anity underlay Western culture, 
gave full place to Christian 
ideals. 

Truly the Protestant mission- 
aries have made a major contri- 
bution to Japanese culture.

might learn thy statutes.” 
Sympathy for Others 


This opens up a path of sug- 
gestion concerning the reason for 
many of our trials. Whatever 
else we learn through our ex- 
perience, we are to learn to be 
sympathetic toward others and 
skillful in passing on to them the 
benefits which God has conferred 
upon us in our time of need. 
“Blessed be God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of mercies, and the God 
of all comfort; who comforteth us 
in all our tribulation, that we 
may be able to comfort them 
which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves 
are comforted to God.” (II Cor. 
1:3, 4) 

James H. Brookes writes as 
follows: “Two mothers, very in- 
timate and fond of each other for 
years, were called to share a 
common sorrow in the loss one of 
them sustained in the death of a 
child. Not long afterwards the 
second buried her own child, and 
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said to her bosom companion, 
‘Once I knew that you suffered; 
now I feel it.’ ” 

Are we conductors of sympa- 
thy or arrestors? Do we keep the 
precious things of God to our- 
selves? Sometimes God has to 
blast the dam of selfishness 
through chastening, that we may 
become channels of blessing. 


Drawing Nearer to God 


Lastly, there is this good in 
suffering, namely, that the Lord 
becomes more real and precious 
to us. God knows how to shut us 
up to Himself. The experience of 
the Lord’s presence with us is not 
fanciful. Very early in the history 
of the Church, He gave assurance 
of this very thing, that we might 
know that distance is no barrier. 

He could not sit still while 
Stephen was being stoned, but 
rose to receive his spirit into 
glory. Appearing to Saul of Tar- 
sus as the latter went on his way 
persecuting the Church, He an- 
swered the bewildered cry of 
Saul, “Who art Thou, Lord?” by 
saying, “I am Jesus, whom thou 
persecutest.” So vital is the link 


in the Body of Christ between 
the Head in heaven and the mem- 
bers on earth that He knows and 
feels whatever touches His own. 

It is in the storm that the sheep 
feels the need of the shepherd 
most, for however prone to wan- 
der from his care at other times, 
now he is content to snuggle close 
for warmth and safety. The child 
of God is always finding new 
values, new mercies in the Lord 
his Keeper. 


He Is Able 


Believe it, friends, He is able 
to make Himself larger than the 
trial. He is able to make the bless- 
ing exceed the suffering. Eter- 
nity alone will fully reveal how 
marvelously God has made our 
affliction to work out His loving 
purpose in our lives. 


“With mercy and with judgment 
My web of time He wove; 
And aye the dews of sorrow 
Were lustred by His love; 
I’ll bless the hand that guided, 
I’ll bless the heart that planned, 
When throned where glory 

dwelleth 

In Emmanuel’s land.” 
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Priest Defends Drinking 


The Rev. Hugh Michael Beahan, 
radio and television director of the 
Grand Rapids Roman Catholic Dio- 
cese, told the nation’s tavernkeepers to 
get rid of their inferiority complex, be- 
cause they are in an honorable profes- 
sion. In an address to the tenth annual 
convention of the National Licensed 
Beverage Association, he told the dele- 
gates to “stand up and fight the blue- 
nosed enemies of the liquor industry. 
You have every right to take your le- 
gitimate place in your community as a 
man who provides a legal and honest 
service.” 

Controlled drinking, he asserted, re- 
lieves tension and relaxes. 

As the saying goes, liquor has many 
defenders but no defense. 


“Excommunicating™ the Church 


In a United Press Story from Paris, 
published in the Cincinnati Post & 
Times-Star, Louis Cassels gives an ap- 
palling picture of church life among 
French Roman Catholics. 

“The Catholic Church in France,” 
Mr. Cassels writes, “is trying to re- 
convert a nominally Christian nation 
that has lapsed into paganism. Although 
ninety-four percent of the people are 
baptized Catholics, surveys indicate that 
only about twenty percent actually 
practice the faith. And this twenty 
percent is drawn primarily from the 
rural areas of the provinces and from 
the upper economic groups of the cities. 
Among working class Frenchmen, the 
number of practicing Catholics is much 
smaller. A careful check in one urban 
industrial parish showed only six hun- 
dred regular church-goers in a popula- 
tion of 19,000 persons. There is one 
parish which has not recorded a bap- 
tism, marriage or burial for twenty 
years.” 

The reasons which Mr. Cassels gives 
for this falling away are the following: 
“For centuries before the French revo- 
lution, the church was closely identified 
with the privileged classes. The revolu- 
tion of 1789 was as much a revolt 
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against the church itself as against the 
monarchy which it had supported. Al- 
though anti-clericalism in the sense of 
active hostility toward the church has 
declined markedly in recent years, 
many Frenchmen still regard the 
church as a bulwark of political con- 
servatism. This is a major handicap in 
a country where political radicalism is 
strongly entrenched in the working 
classes. Another basic factor is that 
religion in France had tended to de- 
generate into formal observances—as 
one Jesuit scholar put it, ‘there was 
more superstition than faith’-—and 
hence was particularly vulnerable to 
attack by the militant atheists of the 
18th century ‘age of reason.’ ” 


Religious Conflict in Paraguay 


Representatives and leaders of the 
February Revolution and Liberal Par- 
ties in Paraguay recently stated that 
the expulsion of the politically-active 
priest Ramon Talavera by President 
Stroessner and the subsequent endorse- 
ment of this action by Archbishop 
Mena Porta of Asuncion has enlarged 
the existing division between the higher 
and lower clergy of the country. They 
went on to say that Catholic Action 
has asked Pope John XXIII to ex- 
communicate Stroessner “for inflicting 
an intolerable injury upon the church 
in Paraguay” and that it had cooled 
considerably toward Archbishop Mena 
Porta, whom it considered “a willing 
tool of dictatorship.” 


Catholicism in the Congo 


A group of native Roman Catholic 
political leaders of the Congo sent the 
pope a message complaining that Cath- 
olic missionaries still keep natives in a 
condition of total servitude “to insure 
their adherence to the faith.” They re- 
called acts of violence last January 
when many converts were attacked. 
Catholic mission property worth ap- 
proximately a million dollars was then 
destroyed. 

The protesting Catholics said that 
the missionaries had “consistently set 


the interests of Belgium and Belgian 
politics above those of the Church.” 
They added that “our faith is losing 
ground.” 


Protestant Gains in South America 


“Protestants stand to gain more con- 
verts in twenty years than Catholics 
have gained in almost a hundred years 
in all missions of the world.” 

In these words the Roman Catholic 
priest William Schenk of Santiago, 
Chile, described the immense growth 
and promising future of Protestant mis- 
sionary activities in South America. 
Noting that in his parish alone in San- 
tiago twenty-four Protestant churches 
have been built in the past fifteen years, 
he attributed the growth of Protes- 
tantism in South America to the Prot- 
estants’ missionary Zeal, spirit of sacri- 
fice, much greater lay personnel, and 
large financial backing. 


Religious School Controversy 


In Putnam County, Ohio, a religious 
controversy grew out of a move by the 
Kalida school district last fall. The dis- 
trict consolidated Kalida Public School, 
which had thirty-two students and two 
teachers in eight grades, with St. 
Michael’s Public School, which had 
some 350 pupils. 

St. Michael’s School building is 
owned by St. Michael’s parish but is 
rented to the school board. Sisters are 
employed as teachers. 

John Phillips, superintendent of 
Kalida public schools, said in answer- 
ing charges that a social science text- 
book written by a priest is used in the 
schools. As for religious instruction, 
Mr. Phillips said that from 3:00 to 3:30 
p.m. released time is given for re- 
ligious instruction. Non-Catholics, he 
said, may go home or conduct their 
own religious classes. 


Problems Confronting 
Roman Catholic President 


A Roman Catholic president of the 
United States would have pressures put 
on him by his church that a Protestant 
or Jew would never know, Methodist 
Bishop Gerald Kennedy told a Los 
Angeles television audience recently. 
The Methodist bishop said a Catholic 
president would face certain problems 
a Protestant would not face because of 
different beliefs. 

“For one thing,” the bishop stated, 
“the Catholic does not believe in the 
public school system. The Protestant 
does. 

“The Catholic does not believe in the 
separation of church and state. The 
Protestant does.” 

The core of the problem, Bishop 
Kennedy said, is that Vatican pro- 
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nouncements are binding on American 
Catholics. “If they were not, there 
would be no problem,” he added. 

Asked how Protestants could discuss 
the issue and not sound bigoted, Bishop 
Kennedy replied: “We have to discuss 
issues, not individuals. We need to dis- 
cuss Catholicism as a political philoso- 
phy and not as a religious faith. Ca- 
tholicism claims to be a religion and 
a State. And if it’s going to play it both 
ways, then it has to be open to political 
criticism. 

“The Roman Catholic and the Prot- 
estant each has to say his ultimate 
loyalty is to God. But the main differ- 
ence is that Protestantism gives every 
man the right to make this decision, 
while Catholicism says the church has 
the right to define the individual’s 
choices.” 


New “Doctor of the Church" 


The elevation of the Capuchin monk 
Lawrence of Brindisi, who died in 
1619, to the rank of Doctor of the 
Church by Pope John XXIII has 
evoked comments. The information 
service of the Institute of Confession 
Studies (Protestant) says the action is 
confirmation that the Roman Catholic 
Church “wishes to set up as an ex- 
ample the sharpest polemical methods 
of the Counter-Reformation.” It further 
States, “It actually bestows its blessing 
on an old condemnation of Luther and 
thus excommunicates him for a second 
time.” 

Noting that the Pope’s action coin- 
cides with preparations for the Roman 
Catholic Ecumenical Council, the in- 
formation service adds: “This makes it 
quite clear that Protestants must not 
expect a change in the Roman attitude 
toward the Reformation.” 


Chinks in Wall of Separation 


Protestants and Other Americans 
United for Separation of Church and 
State challenged legislation before the 
Armed Service Committee that would 
make surplus military buildings avail- 
able rent-free for church schools. 
Glenn L. Archer, executive director of 
POAU, charged that a proposal to turn 
such installations over for use by public 
schools had been amended in a sub- 
committee to include “non-profit” insti- 
tutions. “This would open the door 
wide to the use of government-owned 
facilities by church groups,” Archer 
said. 

The Archer statement asserted that 
the Defense Department was already 
proceeding to develop questionable 
agreements with church groups in the 
matter of church use of military build- 
ings and equipment and urged that 
such policies should not be extended 
further. He charged that in Memphis, 
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Tennessee, the Marine Corps had actu- 
ally proposed to construct new build- 
ings which could be declared “surplus” 
within thirty days and turned over to 
a church institution that would have 
complete daytime use of them. 

“We believe,” Archer said, “that 
agreements of this kind and the legis- 
lation which encourages them tend to 
place the church in a position where 
it can be dictated to by the state. We 
do not believe religious groups want 
to place themselves in such a position, 
or that the government wants them to 
be in such a position.” 


Threat to Constitutional Freedoms 


A resolution saying election of a 
Roman Catholic as president or vice 
president of the United States “would 
be a serious threat to the historic liber- 
ty and freedoms now afforded by our 
Constitution” was adopted by the Min- 
nesota Baptist Convention. 

“We believe,” said the resolution, 
“that a Roman Catholic, by both the 
policy and declaration of his own 
church, cannot exercise the govern- 
mental responsibility of the president 
of the United States as outlined by our 
Constitution.” 


Fundamentalist Churches Merging 


The goal of fuller cooperation and 
eventual merging was discussed at the 
26th General Assembly of the Ortho- 
dox Presbyterian Church. Fraternal 
delegates of four fundamentalist church 
bodies were hopeful that the intent to 
merge would materialize in the not too 
distant future. 

The largest of the four, the Christian 
Reformed, with 529 churches, includ- 
ing 100 in Canada, and 228,221 mem- 
bers, is already seeking closer coopera- 
tion with intent of merging with the 
Orthodox Presbyterian Church, num- 
bering 98 churches and 10,233 mem- 
bers. Both these churches have close 
relations with the General Synod Re- 
formed Presbyterian (1,200 members) 
and the Bible Presbyterian, Inc. (5,600 
members), which are also planning a 
merger. 


Fashion Notes Among Nuns 


A press campaign is still going strong 
in France and Italy—and to some lesser 
degree in the United States—to urge 
Roman Catholic nuns to heed the 
wishes of the former pope by adopting 
a more modern and less conspicuous 
garb. 

But feminine vanity and a craving 
for distinction have so far prevented 
these pious women from respecting the 
wishes of the former pope. They still 


cling to their obsolete garb and un- 
hygienic headgear. 

However, the police department in 
at least one American city succeeded 
in what even the pope could not ac- 
complish: it made nuns change their 
headgear by refusing to issue drivers’ 
licenses because of the “keyhole” vision 
to which a cumbersome headdress 
limited the nuns. Rev. Gianpetro, edi- 
tor of Italy’s manual of instruction for 
nuns, writes in his latest booklet: “Isn’t 
it absurd that Sisters of Charity should 
take the seats of four persons in street 
cars just because they wear a wide stiff 
headdress.” 

A new order of nuns, recently 
founded in the United States under the 
name of International Catholic Auxil- 
iaries, will dress in clothes of their own 
choice. From the Philippines comes 
news that a new order, Oblates of 
Notre Dame, will wear a garb that re- 
sembles the uniform of air stewardesses. 
They do not use the title of “sister” but 
are addressed as “Miss.” 


Jews in New York 
Outnumber Israel 


The United States, with a Jewish 
population 5,260,000 strong, is home 
for nearly half the world’s twelve mil- 
lion Jews. Soviet Russia has about two 
million and Israel is third with 
1,780,000. 

The state of New York has more 
Jews than either Israel or the Soviet 
Union. New York City, with more 
Jews than there are in the whole state 
of Israel, is still the world’s largest 
Jewish city. It has 2,018,000 to 365,000 
for Tel-Aviv-Jaffa, capital of Israel. 

These figures are compiled from the 
1959 edition of the American Jewish 
Year Book, published by the American 
Jewish Committee and the Jewish Pub- 
lication Society of America. 

According to the yearbook, the aver- 
age Jewish woman in the 15 to 44-year- 
old age grouping has 1.74 children 
while Roman Catholic women in the 
same age bracket have 2.28 and Prot- 
estants 2.22. 

Jews are much less likely to contract 
an interfaith marriage than are Roman 
Catholics and Protestants. Nearly 93% 
of Jews marry within their faith. For 
Protestants the figure is 91% and for 
Catholics 79%. 


Bible Comic Strip Protested 


An ecclesiastical license granted to 
a Milan company to publish the Bible 
in serialized, comic-strip form, has been 
withdrawn by the Archbishop of Milan. 
When the first strips appeared recently, 
leading Italian Jews and Protestants 
charged that the female figures were 
“scantily clad” and protested what they 
considered the “vulgarization and pro- 
fanation” of Sacred Scriptures. 
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How is traffic on the two-way road of membership exchange between Protestants and 
Catholics? Here is fresh information on recent trends provided by the Director of the 
Statistical Office of The Methodist Church.

Ween A PROMINENT 
American Protestant joins the 
Roman Catholic Church, his act 
usually makes headlines. The 
seeming news-worthiness of such 
events has raised two questions 
in the minds of sociologists as 
well as churchmen: To what de- 
gree is there a two-way flow be- 
tween Protestantism and Ca- 
tholicism? Why do people change 
church allegiance? 

Data is lacking for Protestant- 
ism in general. But the light is 
cast upon the Methodist phase by

studies completed in 1952 and 
1958. 

They indicate that the number 
of Roman Catholics who become 
Methodists is almost four times 
greater than the number of 
Methodists who take membership 
in the Roman Catholic Church. 
This four-to-one ratio roughly 
corresponds to the current ratio 
between respective church mem- 
berships—34.5 million Roman 
Catholics and 9.5 million Method- 
ists. 

Those figures, however, are 
subject to interpretation. Cath- 
olic practice is to include all 
members of “Catholic families,” 
whereas Methodist church ros- 
ters usually list only active mem- 
bers. Then, too, Methodist figures 
are only for The Methodist 
Church, and do not include Wes- 
leyan Methodist and other related 
Methodist bodies with almost two 
million more adherents. 

If the Catholic-to-Methodist 
trend carries over to all Protes- 
tantism, then Protestantism is 
gaining a numerical superiority 
through transfer, for there are 
60 million Protestants. But no 
statistical data is available on 
this point. Neither have studies 
been made of relative member-

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ship growth through births, al- 
though it may be assumed that 
opposition of the Roman Catholic 
Church to planned parenthood 
tends toward larger families in 


Catholic than in Protestant 
homes. 

Reasons for Change 

Why do Catholics beceme 


Methodists, and vice versa? A 
restlessness pervades America, 
where one out of every five fami- 
lies moves each year, and this may 
account for some transfers. But 
our studies were set up to pin- 
point two factors: 1) dissatisfac- 
tion with beliefs and practices, 
and 2) marriage. 

A glance at the accompanying 
chart reveals that the reason 
given for 403 Methodists being 
“converted” to Catholicism in the 
1958 survey was marriage to a 
Catholic spouse. Only 39 changed 
over because of preference for 
Catholic beliefs and practices. 

Catholics switching to Method- 
ism present a different picture— 
737 did so because of marriage; 
829 because they preferred Prot- 
estant tenets. We may assume 
they found attractive such char- 
acteristic Protestant ideas as the

From time to time I have read 
articles in the press concern- 
ing the forthcoming Ecumenical 
Council of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and of the growing sus- 
picion among _ non-conformists 
that they are being led into a 
well-baited trap.

Ar- 
ticles of this kind constantly ap- 
pear in English publications in 
order to remind the public of 
their long struggle for freedom 
against the power of Rome. 

We have the same history as 
the Protestants in Great Britain, 
and were it not for the fact that 
we were betrayed by Roman 
Catholics we would be more 
united today. 

Five years ago I read a little 
pamphlet written by a Protestant 
historian which so startled me 
that I began research into a sub- 
ject which has given me the an- 
swer to all our religious problems, 
and which brings to light the 
secret history of the Church of 
Rome in America. 

By the use of a diabolical sys- 
tem of psychology millions of 
American children and their par- 
ents have been brain-washed and 
now think with a Catholic mind, 
exactly as they were trained to 
do in our schools.

Dangers of 
Protestant Lethargy 


Dear Dr. Montajio: 


The Roman Catholic hierarchy 
is definitely closing in upon our 
religious and educational free- 
dom. In all countries now domi- 
nated by Rome it loudly pro- 
claimed [itself the victim of] 
persecution until gaining control 
of government, then arrogantly 
proceeded to oppress all other 
denominations. 

Protestants have a terrifying 
example of alleged Roman Cath- 
olic tolerance and love displayed 
in Spain and South America. 
While freedom of religion is 
practically abolished under Fran- 
co’s regime, tax-paying American 
Christians seem to voice little 
protest over America’s financial 
aid to the dictator. 

Numerous Protestants seem 
unperturbed by the fact that the 
majority of members of our 
Treasury Department, F.B.L., 
and other agencies are Roman 
Catholics. Our people are but 
little alarmed over the large per- 
centage of Roman Catholics elect- 
ed last November from California 
to Maine, nor do they seem os- 
tensibly worried about the hier- 
archy’s obvious intentions re- 
garding the 1960 Presidential 
race. Too little concern is given 
the religious faith of the national 
chairmen in both political parties. 
In late years an increasing num- 
ber of Catholics have been ap- 
pointed to responsible positions 
by our last three Presidents. 
Thus the political pressure of the 
Roman hierarchy is becoming 
increasingly obvious. Yet Protes- 
tants number four to one in the 
United States. 
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How Protestant America has 
stood by and witnessed our min- 
isters and_ schoo] instructors 
paying income tax while priests 
and other officials pay none is an 
enigma. We can never stop this 
unless POAU, Christ’s Mission, 
and others fighting an uphill 
battle due to Protestant indiffer- 
ence receive more support. Many 
officials of these organizations are 
former Catholics who have now 
accepted Christ as the only inter- 
mediary between God and man. 

We allow the keen eyes and 
snipping scissors of clever Cath- 
olic censors screening T.V. and 
movie productions to clobber us. 
Just request the showing of 
“Martin Luther” or “The Hidden 
Power” on the average T.V. sta- 
tion or theater screen and Cath- 
olics en masse will threaten 
patronage and advertising boy- 
cotts. If support comes for Prot- 
estant theater owners thus 
threatened, it is usually from a 
single denomination instead of 
coming from all churches, clubs, 
and lodges joining hands for a 
hammer blow warning the Cath- 
olic hierarchy we’ve had enough 
of their biased censorship. 

The alarming increase of plays 
depicting a kindly priest per- 
forming the last rites with other 
actors making the sign of the 
cross demands national concern. 
Skipping night services to view 
Catholic-tinged shows frequently 
using imported talent from 
Vatican-controlled countries is 
becoming an obsession with us. 
Through such patronage we in- 
crease the amount of American 
dollars eventually creeping into 
Rome’s bulging treasury. 

Generous Protestants would be 
surprised upon learning that 
many a request for contributions 
bearing a non-denominational 
label is anything but true. No 
inference here to recognized na- 
tional charities, but these mail 
order priests with their heart- 
rending appeals are becoming 
more numerous every year. By 
responding to their pleas with 
financial aid, we rob our own 
church orphanages and homes of 
badly needed support. 

While supporting public li- 
braries we often allow a handful 
of bishops and priests to force 
removal of books revealing their 
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murderous church history. Sad 
indeed when a minority group is 
permitted to use political and 
business boycotts for the removal 
of books exposing the Vatican’s 
double talk. 

The time has come for us who 
believe I Timothy 2:5 or Exodus 
20:3-5 to organize a national re- 
sistance force—or begin buying 
statues of the Virgin Mary and 
St. Christopher medals.

availability of God to worshipers 
without mediation of priests; the 
“priesthood of all believers,” to 
use Martin Luther’s famous 
phrase, and the tradition voiced 
by John Wesley, Methodism’s 
founder, as the obligation to 
“think and let think.” 

Our 1952 study was limited in 
scope. Questionnaires were sent 
only to pastors of every twentieth 
church, or charge, recorded in 
the 1951 General Minutes. The 
returns were high and seemed to 
provide valid data. But continu- 
ing interest in the subject led to 
a repeat study. 

This time, identical question- 
naires were mailed to pastors of 
every tenth charge listed in 1957 
General Minutes (to only three 
Negro conferences in the Central 
Jurisdiction, however). Of the 
2,304 questionnaires mailed, 1,- 
451 were filled out and returned 
—the data closely matching in- 
formation obtained in 1952. In 
689 of the 1,451 returned blanks, 
no church-membership shift was 
noted. 





Regional Differences 


The largest percentage of mem- 
ber exchange—in both directions 
—was in the northern United 
States, where Roman Catholicism 
is the strongest. Among question- 
naires returned by pastors in the 
two northern jurisdictions, only 
37 percent reported no changes 
in affiliation by parishioners. In 
contrast, 60 percent of respond- 
ents in the two southern juris- 
dictions reported no changes. 

One third of the questionnaires 
were sent in by pastors of urban 
churches. They reported 58 per- 
cent of the total new members 
received and two thirds of the 
total dismissed. This confirms 
the popular impression that Ca- 
tholicism is strongest in the city. 

Both studies were conducted 
in accord with accepted prin- 
ciples of research. We have rea- 
son to think that the 853 pastors 
who did not respond to the mail- 
ing would have provided data in 
line with data supplied by the 
1,451 who did. Therefore, we be- 
lieve this study, just completed, 
merits acceptance as valid infor- 
mation.

Candid Self-Portrait 


Whatever one thinks of the Catholic 
Church, whether one loves or hates 
her, she cannot, in the United States, 
any longer be ignored. 

Here I come to my first point of 
criticism. No outside observer can fail 
to feel how much of Catholic activity 
in public life appears to be negative in 
character. One day a Catholic doctor 
will be denouncing contraceptive de- 
vices with impassioned invective. The 
next day, a monsignor will be con- 
demning an immoral film. The third 
day, a speaker at a Communion break- 
fast will be calling for a crusade against 
evil literature. 

The primary role of the Church is 
not to condemn the world but to re- 
deem it, and the danger of overdenun- 
ciation is a cutting off from the very 
world the Church exists to save. The 
modern world is full of evil. But, in 
many ways, it is also a much better 
place than the world of some centuries 
ago. All that is good in it, the Church 
must baptize and make her own. So I 
should be happier to see fewer denun- 
ciations and rather more headlines like 
these: “Catholic sociologist calls for 
more aid to underdeveloped countries, 
more liberal immigration policies into 
the United States.” “Catholic author 
awarded N.O.D.L. prize for the best 
novel of the year.” “Catholic Bishop 
calls for opening of institute of higher 
studies.” 

As an Englishman, and _ therefore 
presumably a Protestant, I hear franker 
and more candid views about the 
Church than normally penetrate to 
more obviously Catholic ears. Con- 
stantly, I have been dismayed to find 
that the predominant attitude toward 
the Church is one of distrust and fear. 
Non-Catholics. fear that they will be 
denied religious freedom, that their 
civil liberties will be compromised, that 
the Church will be merged with the 
State, should Catholicism ever become 
the majority religion of the country. 

What outsiders often see when they 
look at the Catholic Church is not the 
Church of Christ with her world-wide 
redemptive mission. They see a huge 
power structure aimed at the destruc- 
tion of traditional American liberties.

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Bricks are not made without straw, and 
Catholic indiscretions are at least in 
part to blame. 

I have highlighted one particular 
problem, but this raises a wider issue, 
to which it is closely connected, the 
contribution of Catholics to the intel- 
lectual life of the nation. Never has a 
branch of Catholicism so rich in num- 
bers and material resources made a 
smaller contribution to the world of 
ideas than the Church in America. 
Practicing Catholics in France, at a 
rough estimate, can be no more nu- 
merous than those in America, but 
while the French Church is in intellec- 
tual ferment, a powerhouse of ideas for 
the Universal Church, from America 
comes scarcely a stir. In this respect, 
even the fragmentary scholarly record 
of the small and impoverished band of 
English Catholics makes a favorable 
comparison. Until the Catholic body 
and its leaders accept the idea of the 
intellectual vocation as the highest 
(sanctity always excepted) to which 
either clergy or laity can devote them- 
selves, America will continue to lack a 
flourishing, native, Catholic scholarship.

ognized the apocryphal books as 
inspired and never included them 
in their Old Testament. They 
were apparently not originally 
written in Hebrew, as were the 
thirty-nine books which properly 
compose the Old Testament. 
Jerome, who translated the Bible 
into the Latin version known as 
the Vulgate (the official Catholic 
version of the Bible), did not 
wish to include these seven 
apocryphal books, but the pope 

required him to do so. 

The second reason for giving 
a New Testament, rather than 
the whole Bible, to one who is 
not familiar with the Word of 
God is that he will probably be- 
gin to read it like any other book 


at the beginning. There is danger 
that he will be discouraged by 
some of the more difficult pas- 
sages of the Old Testament, be- 
fore arriving at the message of 
salvation in the New. If he has 
only the New Testament, the 
reader will be on familiar ground 
immediately, as a Catholic, and 
he will be introduced at once to 
salvation truth. 

One further word of warning: 
Do not give your friend the old 
Douay version of the New Testa- 
ment. In addition to the fact that 
the English is archaic, this ver- 
sion has the disadvantage that 
the expression “do penance’ oc- 
curs in place of “repent.” For 
the Catholic, ‘““do penance” means 
to recite a certain number of 
times the Lord’s Prayer, and 
“Hail Mary,” as prescribed by 
the priest when giving absolu- 
tion in the confessional. 

The version you should give to 
your Catholic friends (or recom- 
mend that they buy) is the new 
Confraternity Version. This is 
obtained in all Catholic book- 
stores (or can be ordered), as 
well as in most Christian (Prot- 
estant) bookstores. 

It is the writer’s hope that 
these suggestions may prove 
helpful to many in their efforts 
to point their Catholic friends to 
the only Saviour. Any word of 
success they may have or any 
suggestions for improving the 
method would be greatly appre- 
ciated. One friend has already 
suggested that the key question 
to ask a Catholic could be better 
expressed thus: “How do you get 
to Heaven?” In any case, how- 
ever expressed, that is certainly 
the crucial question. May you 
have wisdom in pointing out from 
Scripture the correct answer!

ence of idolatry and moral laxity. 
Likewise, there would never have 
been a Reformation, with the 
blessed results accompanying it, 
if God had not raised up men 
who, at the cost of their lives, 
had the grace and courage to pro- 
test against the corruption of the 
church. 
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“Christianity invariably begins 
with negative thinking. You can- 
not think yourself clean when 
you are dirty. You cannot think 
yourself righteous when you are 
fundamentally unrighteous.” says 
Dr. D. G. Barnhouse. A Christi- 
anity which does not positively 
oppose falsehood, immorality, 
crime, war, idolatry, and sin in 
all of its forms, is not the Christi- 
anity of Christ. If the church is 
unwilling to reveal false teaching 
in the face of being considered 
negative, then it is little wonder 
that her laymen are disinclined 
to speak out against the enemies 
of the church in the face of losing 
their social, economic or political 
standing. 

Political Expediency 

Our Protestant congressmen 
have another very practical rea- 
son for taking a “see no evil, hear 
no evil” attitude toward Roman 
Catholicism. It is the matter of 
their next term of service. From 
whence come the votes? This ques- 
tion continually hounds them. 
Because of this they find them- 
selves on the horns of a dilemma. 
Should they “fly their colors” at 
the expense of not being returned 
to Congress, or is silence the 
better part of valor for them? 

There is no easy answer to this 
question nor is it limited to re- 
ligious issues. The integration 
and the labor problems are but 
two of many important matters 
that could lose or gain thousands 
of votes for the individual poli- 
tician. These however are not as 
explosive as religious issues. 

Our Protestant Senators and 
Representatives apparently face 
the alternative of keeping their 
jobs at the probable cost of their 
integrity, or of forfeiting their 
political careers for the sake of 
truth and religious liberty. 

The Remedy 

As I see it, the church alone 
can be blamed for preparing the 
soil for this situation. The lay- 
man has been taught, both pas- 
sively and actively, that religion 
and politics do not mix. The 
church is not taking a protesting 
stand in the great socio-religious 
issues and hence is not producing 
a Christian conscience toward 
them. When electing men to office 
—men whose past record is posi- 
tively un-Christian—shall we 
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continue to take the attitude of 
“ignorance is bliss” and “silence 
is golden’? These things ought 
not to be. 

What is the remedy for this 
spreading moral decadence in 
high places? 

First, a kind but bold and 
deliberate stand by the church on 
political issues that involve the 
social, ethical and religious life 
of her people in particular and 
of the country in general. 

Second, a renewed preaching 


and teaching of the righteous- 
ness, holiness and wrath of God 
against personal and national 
sins. 

Third, an indoctrination of 
the laity on the false doctrines of 
Romanism and other counterfeit 
religious systems in the light of 
history and teachings. 

Fourth, earnest prayer for our 
Protestant congressmen, asking 
God to give them wisdom to 
know and willingness to obey 
the truth.

tall, tomato-bearing plants had 
been destroyed. 

At the homes of Manuel and 
Juan Nijfiez, the crowd shouted 
insulting remarks and _ hurled 
rocks at the houses. Both houses 
had been closed and the doors 
braced. Returning a second time 
to the home of Manuel Nunez, 
they again shouted, “We do not 
need Protestants here. Get out! 
We shall wipe out Protestant- 
ism!” 

As they hurled rocks against 
the door, Manuel held it from the 
inside until boards began to splin- 
ter and fall from the door. When 
he heard them call, “There is his 
bicycle; let’s get it!” he ran out 
to protect his bike. Apparently 
thinking that Manuel was going 
to attack them, they began to dis- 
perse with the threat, “We shall 
be back tomorrow!” 


Persecution Continues 


Missionary Smith, arriving the 
next morning from the other side 
of the Andes, contacted the au- 
thorities and received the prom- 
ise from the police that the re- 
maining bricks and other proper- 
ty would be protected. He then 
went to Neiva to report to the 
chief of police of the State. More 
police and soldiers were sent to 
protect the Evangelicals from the 
threatened demonstration next 
Sunday morning, which the priest 
and mob leaders had said they 
would stage in spite of the gover- 
nor’s orders to the contrary. 
Gatherings of more than five per- 
sons in the street had been for- 
bidden. With the arrival of a 
truck load of soldiers, things re- 
mained quiet Sunday morning. 


In Bogota, missionary Smith 
visited the Ministry of Govern- 
ment which had definitely ap- 
proved the construction of the 
Evangelical chapel. Both agencies 
reaffirmed the approbation. The 
Secretary General of Government 
phoned the Huila Governor, ad- 
vising of the permission granted 
for construction of the chapel. 
However, upon the missionary’s 
return to Neiva, the governor 
stated that it would be necessary 
to confer first with high Roman 
Catholic Church authorities in 
Bogota to determine whether 
they would consent to construc- 
tion of a Protestant chapel and 
accordingly advise the priest in 
La Plata not to impede the work. 

Thus, in spite of clear approval 
by high government officials in 
Bogota, orally and in writing, the 
obstinacy of the local priest and 
his followers, through violence 
and continued threats, is prevent- 
ing the construction of a chapel 
in which Evangelicals have al- 
ready invested thousands of pesos. 

The priest’s pulpit campaign, 
urging his parishioners to boy- 
cott Evangelicals both socially 
and commercially, is bearing bit- 
ter fruit, as many citizens in La 
Plata are avoiding all contact 
with Protestants. The Evangeli- 
cal clothing store is hardly selling 
anything at all. However, these 
and other Evangelicals through- 
out Colombia, after having suf- 
fered much for their faith in 
Jesus Christ, are loyal to their 
Saviour as they look forward to 
the blessings promised in Matt. 
5:10-12. They are determined to 
be “faithful unto death,” in or- 
der to receive the crown of life. 
(Rev. 2:10)
